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IN THE WIND

Rodney Smith (Suz), 
Scott Summers (Hon), Steve Hatch 
(Suz) and Barry Hawk Jr. (Yam) fol- 
lowed Andrews across the finish line. 


Destry Abbott (Kaw) scored the overall 
win in the third round of the AMA 
National Hare & Hound Series in Jeri- 
cho, Utah, on April 5. Defending champ 
Ty Davis was second; followed by Paul 
Krause (Kaw), Brian Brown (Kaw) and 
Ed Sorenson (Kaw). Shane Esposito 
(Yam) won the 125cc class, Dan 
Richardson (Kaw) topped the Vet class 
and Steve Pitts (ATK) won the 250cc 
class. 


Nathan Ramsey (Kaw) was the most 
consistent rider at the Northwest Dun- 
lop/PJ1 Arenacross Championships 
held in Portland, Oregon, April 3-4. On 
Friday evening, Ramsey won the 250cc 
class over Mike Jones (Kaw) and Buddy 
Antunez (Suz), while Ryan Huffman 
(Suz) won the 125cc class over Antunez 
and Ramsey. On Saturday night, 
Antunez won the 250cc class over Ram- 
sey and Jones, while Ramsey topped the 
125cc class, with Huffman and Jones in 
tow. 


David Pingree (Hon) won both the 125 
and 250cc Pro classes in the fifth round 
of the GFI California Winter MX Series 
South, held at Competition Park in San 
Jacinto, California, on April 5. Billy 
Payne (Kaw) and Jiri Dostal (Suz) fin- 
ished second and third in the 250cc 
class, while Casey Johnson (Kaw) and 
Dostal finished second and third in the 
125cc class. The 500cc Pro class was won 
by Spud Walters (Yam), with Rusty 
Holland (Yam) and Craig Canoy (Yam) 
rounding out the top three. 


Steve Martin (Duc) extended his lead in 
the Australian Production Superbike 
Championship in the third round of the 
series, held in Baskerville, Tasmania, on 





April 5, reports Cycle News contributor 
Darryl Flack. Following a slow start in 
the first 16-lap race, Martin finished sec- 
ond to pole-sitter Adam Ferguson 
(Hon), who rode with a collarbone 
injury. Martin turned the tables in the 
second race with a 1.48-second win over 
Kevin Curtain (Yam), with Ferguson in 
third. 


Arclight Racing (Suz) won the opening 
round of the WERA National Endurance 
Series at Talladega Gran Prix Raceway 
in Talladega, Alabama, on April 4. 
Arclight topped Evans Motorsports and 
Tapeworks Racing. 


Despite rumors to the contrary, there 
won't be a World Superbike event at 
Road Atlanta on July 4 - at least not in 
1998. "No, it won't happen," Fast's Dan 
Murphy said. "It was looked at, but the 
obstacles were two- or threefold. First, 
this came up really late, as we only 
started on it three weeks ago. Then 
there's the fact that the open weekend 
was the July 4 weekend and that's tradi- 
tionally a lake-oriented weekend for 
people in the South; having the race on 
July 4 would be risky. The third thing is 
that the track isn't homologated by the 
FIM; and the time and effort in getting 
that done at a track that hasn't had a 
good history from a safety standpoint 
would have been difficult. They've done 
a lot of work there, but we really we just 
didn't have enough time." The July 4 
date remains open on the World Super- 
bike calendar. 


The U.S. House of Representatives has 


voted 337-80 in favor of their version of 
the highway-reauthorization bill, titled 
the Building Efficient Surface Trans- 
portation and Equity Act (BESTEA), 
according to the AMA. Key House and 
Senate members will.now meet in con- 
ference committee to iron out the differ- 
ences between their respective bills. 
Both House and Senate versions contain 
language favorable to motorcyclists, 
according to the AMA. The Senate ver- 
sion, titled the Intermodal Surface 





Transportation Efficiency Act (ISTEA IT) 
would provide $131 million for recre- 
ational trails over a six-year period; 
ensure that motorcyclists' needs are rep- 
resented in the development of the 
nation's Intelligent Transportation Sys- 
tems (ITS) technology; and curtail hel- 
met-law lobbying efforts by National 
Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
officials. The House version contains 
many favorable provisions as well. 
BESTA would provide $270 million in 
trail funding over the same time period 
and include motorcycles in the develop- 
ment of ITS. Additionally, BESTA 
would ensure motorcycle access to all 
roads built with federal highway funds, 
thus assuring continued access to the 
growing number of high-occupancy 
lanes in many of the nation's urban 
transportation corridors. BESTA, how- 
ever, doesn't contain any language to 
prevent NHTSA officials from lobbying 
in favor of mandatory helmet laws. 


AMA dirt track manager Bruce Bober 
has confirmed that the AMA Grand 
National Championship Series schedule 
has been shortened up by three events - 
two of them mile races. As of press time, 
the I-96 Half Mile event in Lake Odessa, 
Michigan, the Indy Mile and the Min- 
nesota Mile in Shakopee, Minnesota, 
have been canceled, and at least one 
more event may be canceled. "We are 
obviously disappointed with these can- 
cellations," Bober said. "We are going to 
try and add some new dates to make up 
for the ones that have been lost. If there 
is a plus side to this, it is that some of 
the potential new venues are in new 
regions, so it will enable us to tap into 
new markets with AMA dirt track." 


In the light of the success of the inaugur- 
al event, the loss of the Minnesota Mile 
was especially disheartening to the 
event's promoter, former AMA Grand 
National racer Dave Durelle, who said 
that the Canterbury Park officials 
dropped the event due to complaints of 
excessive noise. "Everything was set 
and in place for this year," Durelle said. 





Bartolini, Everts, Chiodi top MX GPs 





over the April 5 weekend, with both the 125 and 500cc GP 
series getting under way and the 250cc series continuing on 
with round two. 

In Mantova, Italy, four-stroke riders took the first two posi- 
tions in the 500cc GP, as Yamaha-mounted Andrea Bartolini won 
the opening moto, took fourth in the second moto, and carded 
the overall win over Husqvarna's Darryl King, who went 2-6 on 
the day. Preventing a four-stroke sweep was Honda rider Rob 
Herring, who finished third after posting 3-5 moto finishes. 

In the first moto, the Italian Bartolini got off to a fourth-place 
start and had control of the lead by the halfway point, and he 
cruised all alone to victory, finishing ahead of New Zealander 
King, Great Britain's Herring, Husqvarna's Johan Boonen of Bel- 
gium, and Honda-mounted Gert-Jan Van Doorn of Holland. 

The defending champ, Husaberg's Joel Smets, finished out of 
the points in the first moto but came back to win the second. 

The Belgian scored the moto win ahead of Yamaha's Peter 
Johansson of Sweden, Van Doorn, Bartolini and Herring. 

With his win, Bartolini heads into round two (Switzerland, 
April 19) with the series lead, followed by King, 33-27. Van 
Doorn and Herring are tied for third with 26 points apiece. 

In Agueda, Portugal, Honda's Stefan Everts of Belgium won 
the second round of the World Championship 250cc MX series 
with a solid 2-1 performance. It was his second win in a row. 

Winning the first moto, however, was American Tallon Voh- 
land. In rainy conditions, the Californian chased down the early 
leader, KTM rider Leon Giesbers, who eventually crashed and

handed the lead over to the Yamaha rider, Vohland. From there, 
Vohland, who still feels pain in his injured shoulder, held the 
lead to the finish, although Everts got close to the American at 
the end. 

Third in the moto went to German Honda rider Pit Beirer, 
who was followed by Kawasaki's Sebastien Tortelli of France and 
Suzuki’s Werner Dewit of Belgium. 

In race two, Everts led most of the way, scoring the win ahead 
of Beirer, Tortelli, Yamaha rider Mickael Maschio of Italy, and 
Kawasaki-mounted Yves Demaria of France. Vohland worked 
his way up from a slow start to finish sixth for third overall. 

Everts extended his series points lead to 72 over Tortelli’s 60. 
Vohland is third with 54 points. 

Husqvarna’s Alessio Chiodi scored the overall win at the 
125cc GP series opener in Indaiatuba, Brazil. The Italian, Chiodi, 
led home Yamaha-mounded David Vuillemin of France in the 
first moto and then finished second to Italian Yamaha rider Eric 
Camerlengo in the second moto. 

Suzuki rider Brian Jorgensen of Denmark finished third in the 
first moto, followed by Honda pilot Luigi Seguy of Italy and 
Camerlengo. 

Taking the checkered flag behind Camerlengo and Chiodi in 
the second moto was Honda rider James Dobb of Great Britain, 
followed by Seguy and TM's Alessandro Puzar of Italy. 

Chiodi pulled in 37 points on the day, thus jumping out to the 
series points lead, while Camerlengo collected 31 points and is 
currently in second. Third with 26 points is Seguy, who was cred- 
ited with third overall in Brazil. 








“1 had several meetings with Canter- 
bury following last year’s event.

Taking the latter point first, I have been 
to all but three Daytona 200s since 1968 
and I share Mr. Cuccia’s concerns about 
the size of the crowds nowadays com- 
pared to Ше "705 and '80s. This was basi- 
cally the point of Paul Carruthers’ col- 
umn (“Teardown,” Issue #11, March 25) 
and I was glad to see it brought out. If 
all of the parties involved can make it 
work, I think a World Superbike event 
at Daytona would be great and could 
help restore Daytona to its proper place 
in the world picture. It would be great 
to see the chartered 747s from England 
and Europe come back to Daytona 
again, full of race fans. 

I also wanted to comment on Mr. 
Cuccia's criticism of Cycle News’ labeling 
of Scott Russell as “Mr. Daytona.” As 
someone who has won the 200 myself, I 
can tell you I have no problem with it. I 
know how hard it is to win the race 
even once, and am in awe of what Scott 
has accomplished. I have been there for 
all of his victories and they all required 
a strong performance against top-level 
competition, even picking himself off 
the ground once to win. 

In the years that I raced at Daytona, 
some of the best motorcycle racers from 
around the world came to Daytona. 
Some, like Agostini and Saarinen, did 
win. But so many others... World Cham- 
pions like Mike Hailwood, Phil Read, 
Barry Sheene, Kel Carruthers, to name a 
few, came away without a victory. All of 
them had more than enough talent and 
equipment to do so, but the Daytona 200 
has a way of presenting situations that 
can bring even the best down. 

As for the Scott Russell era, let’s not 
forget that some of the world’s top 
names have had their shot in the last 
few years, too. I’ve watched superbike 
superstars like Carl Fogarty, Colin 
Edwards II, Mat Mladin, Doug Chan- 
dler and Anthony Gobert take their 
shots and none of them have won. Yet 
Russell has won five times! 

Let's give him his due credit for what 
he has accomplished. “Mr. Daytona” is a 
pretty good start, I’d say.

As a follower of the AMA Supercross 
Series, I must say I am extremely 
alarmed by the actions of points leader 
Jeremy McGrath at the St. Louis Super- 
cross. To pout over a fall and threaten 
another rider, Ezra Lusk, is totally 
uncalled for. The fans booing Ezra says 
a lot about their character, or lack there- 
of. 

I attended the race held in the New 
Orleans Superdome and saw Lusk fall 
when another rider hit his bike. To my 
knowledge, Ezra took it as an occupa- 
tional hazard. Unfortunately, I’ve never 
attended a motorcycle race where no 
one fell - and a glass-ball environment 
doesn’t exist in this or any other sport. 

Ultimately, every rider’s goal is to 
pass the bike in front of them. And if 
that rider happens to be Jeremy 
McGrath, then so what. I applaud Lusk

LLI T his is the greatest victory in 
ve my life,” Max Biaggi said after 

stunning the old guard with a 
runaway victory in his 500сс debut in 
the Japanese Grand Prix at Suzuka. 

The four-time 250cc World Champion 
and his Team Kanemoto Honda NSR500 
jetted away from his record-setting pole 
position, brushed off a hectic first lap, 
and then established himself at the front 
to start the second lap. By the fourth tour 
of the 3.64-mile circuit, the 26-year-old 
Italian had nearly two seconds in hand. 
He then increased it to over 10 seconds, 
and cruised on his way to becoming the 
first rider since Jarno Saarinen in 1973 to 
win in his 500cc debut. 

Biaggi ended up winning the 21-lap, 
76.52-mile race by 5.416 seconds. He did 
so in front of 52,000 spectators. 

“What I tried to say to him is, you 
need to show these guys what a four- 
time 250cc champion can do,” team 
owner Erv Kanemoto said of his last- 
minute instructions to Biaggi. “I felt 
there was no question he could do what 
he needed to do.” - 

Biaggi wasn't the only one to disap- 
pear and, at the end of the day, the 
established order in the class had been 
turned completely upside down. 

Four-time 500cc World Champion 
Mick Doohan ran off the track in turn 
one on the third lap, then broke a crank- 
shaft while running 11th with less than 
six laps to go. It was his first mechanical 
DNF since his nonfinish in the Aus- 
tralian Grand Prix in 1993. 








With Doohan, who had qualified 
fourth, a nonfactor, others were left to 
fill the void and it fell to the locals. 
There was a three-way dice for second 
between Yamaha Team Rainey's Norick 
Abe, Repsol Honda's Tadayuki Okada 
and Yamaha wild card Noriyuki Haga. 
Abe was the first man out, though it 


took a while. He was forced off the track 
when Okada nearly high-sided exiting 
the Spoon Curve, a looping left-hander. 
When Abe rejoined the race, he hooked 
up with Repsol Honda's Alex Criville 
and his lap times got quicker. But an ill- 
advised move on the outside of a one- 
line corner sent him into the gravel,

where he rode until he hit the tire barri- 
er head on, crashing, cartoonlike, in a 
heap. He remounted to finish 14th. 

That left second to Haga - or Okada. 
It was Okada taking the inside line on 
the exit of the fast left before the final 
chicane sequence that gave him the spot. 
Haga was third. 

Criville got the better of Yamaha 
Team Rainey's replacement rider, Kyoji 
Nanba, to finish fourth, the Spaniard 
barely beating the Japanese veteran who 
hadn't raced for two years. It was also 
Nanba's first-ever race on a 500cc 
machine. 

Team Suzuki's Nobuatsu Aoki was 
alone in sixth after some first-lap drama. 
Seventh place went to Honda Gresini's 
Alex Barros - back on a Honda V-four 
following a year on a V-twin Honda - 
after he edged out MoviStar Honda 
Pons' Carlos Checa and Red Bull Yama- 
ha WCM's Simon Crafar. 

Sete Gibernau, who replaced the 
injured Takuma Aoki on the Repsol 
Honda V-twin, was well back in 10th 
place. 

Then came Kenny Roberts Jr., the top 
finishing American. His chances on the 
Modenas KR3 were ruined early when 
he had to avoid a multiple-rider crash in 
the chicane. 

John Kocinski's return to 500cc racing 
was anything but smooth. The MoviStar 
Honda Pons rider was given a 10-sec- 
ond stop-and-go penalty for jumping 
the start, then assessed a second penalty 
when he entered the pit lane well above 
the mandatory 85 kph (52.8 mph) speed 
limit. The pair of penalties landed him 
in 13th. 

Matt Wait's race was even rougher. 
The FCC Technical Sports rider was 
taken out by Team Suzuki's replacement 
rider, Keiichi Kitagawa, who was avoid- 
ing the same pileup that slowed Roberts 
Jr. Wait said it wasn't Kitagawa's fault, 
as the Japanese rider simply had 
nowhere to go. But his handlebar fell 
into Wait's radiator and punctured it. 
The Californian remounted, but his 
Honda NSR500-V seized soon after. 

By virtue of his win, Biaggi leads the 
World Championship after the first of 15 
rounds. His 25 points are five better 
than Okada's 20, with Haga third at 16, 
though this will be Haga's only 500cc 
appearance of the year. 

The 250cc GP was an all-Japanese 
wild-card affair, with the top three visit- 
ing riders pulling away from the field 
from early in the race - and only their 
countryman Tetsuya Harada could 
make a run at them. 

For the second year in a row Castrol 
Honda's Daijiro Katoh took the win, 
“this time managing to say just in front 
of BP Yamaha Racing's Shinya Nakano 
and YESS Racing Team's Naoki Matsu- 
do. 

Katoh was first across the line on 
every lap from the third to the 19th, but 





the trio was so tight, and swapped 
places on the track so often, that it was 
anyone's race. It was only when Nakano 
nearly high-sided in the chicane on the 
final lap, forcing Matsudo to back off, 
that Katoh's win was secure. 

^Many people told me I was lucky to 
win the race last year, so this year I tried 
to stay on the top from the start,” said 
Katoh, who was aboard the completely 
redesigned NSR250 - a motorcycle that 
now features an oversquare, twin-crank, 
Rotax-like engine. 

Harada ran into carburetion prob- 
lems on his Aprilia and that forced him 
to settle for fourth, about 33 seconds in 
front of Chesterfield Elf Tech 3's Olivier 
Jacque. 

Sixth went to Team Suzuki's Yukio 
Kagayama, another wild-card entry, 
narrowly in front of Aprilia's Loris 
Capirossi. 

Eighth through 15th were covered by 
1.6 seconds, with Antenna 3 Yamaha's 
Jose Luis Cardoso leading the pack. 

Katoh has the points lead, but with 
none of the podium finishers contesting 
the World Championship, it's Harada's 
fourth-place finish that's most relevant.

With 125cc World Champion Valenti- 
no Rossi moving up to the 250s, the 
125cc class was wide open, as was the 
last lap, when the winner was decided. 

It had come down to a three-rider 
race, with nominal teammates Kazuto 
Sakata and Tomomi Manako just in 
front of fellow Japanese ace Masao 
Azuma. UGT Bikes-Pesaro's Aprilia- 
mounted Sakata made the pass in the 
fast left approaching the final chicane, 
with Sakata protecting the vital inside 
line in the last sequence to hold on and 
win by .156 of a second. Azuma was 
third, a scant .045 of a second behind 
Manako. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Jacque led off the start, then was 
bumped back to second, to third, then 
fifth, where he would languish for the 
entire race. Out front, it looked like just 
another round of the All-Japan Champi- 
onship. 

Katoh moved to the front on the 
third lap, just before the final chicane, 
dropping Benetton Honda's Tohru 
Ukawa back to second in front of 
Nakano and Matsudo. 
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By the seventh lap the three wild 
cards were out front; Ukawa was fourth; 
then came Harada, who would pass 
Ukawa on the next lap and move up 
toward the leaders. 

When the halfway point was 
marked, on the 10th lap, Harada was 
about a second back, but about 3.6 sec- 
onds in front of Ukawa, who would 
drop out with mechanical problems in 
just a few laps. 

That would leave the Japanese quar- 
tet all alone with no challenge from 
behind. The race would be won here 
and the racing showed it. Katoh man- 
aged to maintain the top spot, but sec- 
ond place went back and forth on the 
circuit - not, however, at the finish line. 
Matsudo took it on the 11th lap and 
held it until the final lap, when Nakano 
made his move in the left-hander lead- 
ing up to the final-turn sequence. Mat- 
sudo considered a counterattack, but 
ran into traction problems. 

“1 was thinking of trying to pass on 
the last lap, but I got a little bit con- 
fused,” he said. “My front slid a bit and 
I was trying to keep my momentum 
going to stay second, but Nakano was 
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just able to get by. So I tried to pass back 
around the outside going into the chi- 
cane, but I went a little wide and lost 
grip from the rear. I had seen Harada on 
the big screen in turn one, so I was wor- 
ried that he might pass me. But the bike 
had the drive to get to the line ahead of 
him." 

Though he'd managed to protect his 
line from assault from Matsudo, Nakano 
wasn't content with second. But when 
he accelerated to catch Katoh, he nearly 
high-sided in the middle of the chicane, 
forcing Matsudo to back off and guaran- 
teeing Katoh's victory. 

“1 did not look back at all today so I 
thought Ukawa and Jacque were also 
behind me," Katoh said. "Last year's 
Japanese Grand Prix was soon after my 
car accident and I stayed back to see 
how everything would go. Many people 
told me I was lucky to win the race last 
year, so this year I tried to stay on the 
top from the start. The pace was very 
fast today, but the machine was in good 
condition and also the tires lasted till the 
end." 

After finishing second, Nakano 
revealed that his bike had a small vibra- 
tion which slowed him enough to 
dampen his pursuit of Katoh. Still, he 
was happy with the spot, especially con- 
sidering the competition. 

"The regular GP riders are very 
tough, so I was pleased to beat them,” 
Nakano said. "I wanted to do my best 
and second is a good result." 

Harada finished fourth, his Aprilia 
down on acceleration but strong on top 


speed. He was happy to take maximum - 


points of the GP regulars. 

Jacque was then 33 seconds back, and 
almost four in front of Kagayama and 
Capirossi. 

The Frenchman complained of slid- 
ing tires and vibration, and wisely 
decided to ride around and collect 
points. 

The pair behind Jacque had gone 
back and forth for most of the race dis- 
tance, with Suzuki's Kagayama taking 
sixth on the final lap. 

"The RGV was working well, partic- 
ularly in the corners, and if the race had 
lasted a couple more laps then I think 
that I could have caught and passed 
(Olivier) Jacque for fifth place," Kagaya- 
ma said. 

The fight for eighth was the best in 
the field. Though Jose Luis Cardoso 
held the spot for the final three laps, 
everything behind him was up for 
grabs. Team Rizla Suzuki's Noriyasu 








Numata took over ninth on the final lap, 
with QUB Team Optimum's Jeremy 
McWilliams moving up four spots, from 
14th to 10th. 

Then came FCC's Haruchika Aoki 
and Castrol 250 Team's Stefano Perugi- 
ni. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


From the start of qualifying, it was 
clear that something was about to 
change. The names at the top of the 
leaderboard weren't familiar and some 
of the regulars - and newcomers - were 
struggling. This despite most of the rid- 
ers having tested at the Suzuka Circuit a 
week before the race. 

The start was ragged; a few riders 
jumped, but MoviStar Honda Pons' 
Kocinski was deemed the most offen- 
sive, and he was docked a stop-and-go 
penalty. When he came in to serve the 
10-second penalty, he was going too 
fast, and had to come in a second time. 

"| must say that it was my mistake," 
Kocinski said after the race. "I'm not 
used to starting from the middle of the 
grid and I wanted to be up front at the 
end of the first straight." 

That spot would belong to Yamaha 
Team Rainey's Abe. The Japanese rider 
made the move from the second row, 
with wild card Haga going by on the 
inside in the esses and Nanba, Jean- 
Michel Bayle's stand-in on the Rainey 
team, third. 

When they crossed the line the first 
time, Abe was in front of Haga, with 
Biaggi, who'd had an event-filled first 
lap, back in third. 

"The first or second lap, I don't 
remember, there were three Yamahas 
in front of me and the one guy was 
very close to dusty," Biaggi said. "He 
went near to the dirt and a big stone hit 
me so hard in my chest that I cannot 
answer for a few seconds, it was so big. 
After two or three corners, I don't 
know which one, one of the Yamaha 
riders touched me and almost put me 
outside of the track; it was very bad 
start. I was third or fourth. I tried to 
cool down and tried to go back. After, 
when I passed Abe, Haga, Nanba, I 
tried to go the way I know, to be very 
smooth in the corners and to not use so 
much rear tires." 

It would be on the second lap that 
Biaggi would take the lead, a spot he 
would never relinquish. 

For a couple of laps, it looked like the 
Yamaha riders were going to stick with 
him, but by the fourth lap, when the

Italian set a new lap record, it was clear 
the pace was too hot. He was one of 
only two riders to use the soft Michelin 
compound tires front and rear, and the 
choice proved to be a wise one. Once he 
got away, not only could no one race 
with him, they couldn’t even see him. 
For a few laps it seemed like he was 
adding a second per lap to his cushion, 
which would top out at 10.213 seconds 
on the 15th of 21 laps. After that, it 
shrank a bit, but not so much that Biaggi 
had to worry. 

“When the tires dropped down I was 
already plus-10 seconds,” Biaggi said. 
“Just in the last few laps, Okada caught 
me one or two seconds, but that was 
already late.” 

Though he wasn’t gloating, Biaggi 
clearly understood the scope of his 
accomplishment. 

“A lot of 250 champions have tried 
going into 500s, but it’s been a long, 
long time since anyone did what I did 
today,” Biaggi said, despite having only 
11 days of preseason testing. And he 
couldn’t resist getting in one last dig at 
Honda. Biaggi’s Honda is SWS, a facto- 
ry support mount, unlike the full factory 
bikes of Doohan, Okada, Criville and 
Kocinski. “I hope Honda takes care of 
me. I’m only on an SWS bike, not a fac- 
tory bike. Don’t forget that.” 

Forgetting is something that Abe 
would like to do. He was riding well, 
right in the hunt, when Okada forced 
him off the track and into the gravel and 
a near spill. 

"It's unfortunate what happened 
with Abe-san," Okada said. "We were 
fighting very hard against each other 
during the race and I slid badly and hit 
him." 

“At the Spoon Curve, Okada slid and 
hit me and I went off, but I thought that 
I could still catch up because I had good 
pace,” Abe said. 

It happened on the 12th lap and, 
though Abe didn’t lose a spot, Criville 
was able to catch up to and then pass 
him. Abe was back on the boil once he 
hooked up with the Spaniard, turning 
his second-fastest lap on the 16th go- 
around. His final mistake came in Dun- 
lop Corner, a one-lined right-hander. 
The line he tried was impossible, and he 
went skittering off into the gravel, rid- 
ing straight into the tires, then tipping 
over. After throwing a small temper 
tantrum, Abe got going again to finish 
14th. 

“My second piece of bad luck was at 
Dunlop Corner when I was going past 





Alex round the outside,” Abe said. “He 
also went wide and I had to run straight 
on. I was so angry and I was going to 
give up the race, but when I saw the 
officials pushing my machine I thought 
I could still race. Without these acci- 
dents I could have been at least sec- 
ond." 

Even with Abe gone, Haga was 
under constant pressure from Okada 
and it wasn't getting any easier. Haga 
had forgotten to put the anti-fog on his 
faceshield, so he was having vision 
problems from the 10th lap on. 

"It was a difficult situation because I 
couldn’t see everything in front of me,” 
Haga said. “I lost confidence a bit and 
thought maybe third was okay, but I 
really wanted second, so I pushed again. 
On the last lap I wasn’t really sure 
where Okada was. I could see him on 
the big screen in turn one, but I was 
willing myself to beat him. I was sure he 
was coming and he made it at the last 
chicane. At the entrance of the chicane 
he took the inside. I tried to keep tight, 
but I just couldn’t do it.” 

“The final battle with Haga was a 
great lesson for me to race with worn 
tires,” said Okada, who was using 
Michelin tires while Haga’s Yamaha 
was fitted with Dunlops. “I passed Haga 
on the final lap at the exit of the fast left 
corner before the chicane because I 
knew he was slow there.” 

Criville was fourth and happy to 
have the weekend over. After crashing 
three times during the winter, twice 
very hard, his confidence was shaken. 

“You lose your self-confidence, but 
today I got that confidence back,” Criv- 
ille said. “During the race I did the same 
lap times as the guys who were in front, 
except for Biaggi, who left us all speech- 
less today.” 

Criville first had to deal with Abe, 
but once he went away, Nanba made a 
run at the Spaniard. He came up just 
short. 

“1 learned a lot about race strategies 
of GP riders, so I would like to go faster 
in the next race in. Malaysia," Nanba 
said. 

Nobuatsu Aoki finished sixth, mostly 
alone after losing touch with the Criv- 
ille-Nanba duo in the last handful of 
laps. His finish was better than his start, 
when he was hit from behind and nearly - 
taken down. 

"| didn't see who it was, but it was a 
heavy impact and I was lucky not to 
fall,” Aoki said. "After that, I was wor- 
ried that there might be some damage to 





the seat or to the rear tire, but it seemed 
okay and I was able to start moving for- 
ward toward the front. For the first 15 
laps, everything was okay. Then, for the 
last few laps, the rear tire was sliding a 
lot and I had to settle for the best posi- 
tion I could get.” 

It was much better than his team- 
mate. Kitagawa was involved with Wait 
in a first-lap crash, the pair trying to 
avoid the tumbling Garry McCoy. 


“I just got past Kenny Roberts Jr. and ` 


leaned it in," Wait began, "and I saw 


someone crashed. I got caught in a chain 
reaction trying to avoid it. I was on the 
inside and I got hit by Kitagawa. It 





wasn't his fault. I low-sided and his bike 
put a hole in my radiator." 

Wait tried to keep going, but the 
Honda seized soon after. 

Checa steadily moved up to eighth, 
getting caught up in a three-way fight 
for the spot with Barros and Crafar, 
though Crafar was never at the front of 
the bunch. 

Barros wasn't happy with the way 
his Honda steered, often running wide 
on the exits of turns. Checa had his own 
problems: His bike wouldn't lean prop- 
erly and he couldn't accelerate out of the 
corners. It would come down to the 
penultimate lap, with Barros moving by

to take seventh, Checa eighth and Crafar 
ninth. The trio was covered by a little 
more than half a second. 

In 10th place, all by himself, was 
Gibernau. The Spaniard had used up his 
rear tire by the fifth lap and was forced 
to just try and hang on to the end. 

“1 went from doing 2:08s to 2:115, 
and it was actually easier for me to do 
those eights at the start of the race," 
Gibernau explained. 

Roberts Jr. was next, followed by 
MuZ ROC Rennsport's Doriano Rom- 
boni, the Italian, like Gibernau, shaking 
off the effects of a heavy spill during 
practice. 





Kocinski was next, then Abe, and 
Shell Advance Racing's Juan Borja, with 


Fabio Carpani the final of the 16 finish-- 


ers among 22 starters. €N

Biaggi’s big surprise 


World Champions sat on each end of the front row of the 500cc grid for the opening round of 
World Championship road racing: Repsol Honda’s Mick Doohan on one end and Marlboro Team 
Kanemoto Honda’s Max Biaggi on the other. But it was Biaggi, the four-time 250сс World Cham- 
pion and 500сс rookie, who proved he was quickly adapting to the Honda NSR500 by taking the 
‘pole with an impressive display of riding late in the final qualifying session. Meanwhile, Doohan, 
the four-time 500cc World Champion, ended up an uncharacteristic fourth. 

Even more surprising was that Biaggi's time of 2:05.772 was more than two seconds under 
Doohan's year-old lap record of 2:07.782, and he did it using the newly mandated unleaded fuel 
which was thought to slow the bikes down. Apparently it didn't, since the top 11 qualifiers were 
all under Doohan's record on the 3.64-mile Suzuka Circuit. 

The day belonged to the flamboyant Italian Biaggi, who took the pole in typically dashing 








fashion, setting fast time with less than two minutes to go, then bettering it just as time ran out. . 


His lap time of 2:05.772 was the first time a motorcycle had lapped Suzuka in the 2:05s and 
Doohan admitted that, at his best, he wasn't going to do better than a 2:06. What made the feat 
more impressive was that all the testing Biaggi had done only added up to a week and a half's rid- 
ing. 

"Of course, | am surprised, first me and also my team because last week was very difficult to 
go under seven and we believe that we can go more fast," Biaggi said, referring to the previous 
week's test at Suzuka. “But 2:057, 8, whatever, is unbelievable. I think we did a very good job on 
suspension and tires also." Good enough that he set the time using a full fuel load, something 
most riders are loath to do. 

“I was confident I could go really fast, because I was as quick as Doohan this morning, even 
though 1 was running hard tires and a full tank," Biaggi said. “I had been holding myself back 
until this afternoon, trying to concentrate on race setup rather than lap times. I think I’ve learned 
not to be in too much of a hurry. I now realize that maybe I used to ride my 250 like a 500, sliding 
the rear a lot. I was always very good at the end of races, when my tires were past their best, and 
that's how you must ride a 500, because they use up tires very quickly. We've been to three differ- 
ent tracks and we broke the lap record every time. We did the same thing here. The 500 machine 
looks like my contemporary." 

Also new to the 500cc class was the second rider on the front row - Yamaha Team Rainey's 
Kyoji Nanba, the Japanese test rider sitting in for the injured Jean-Michel Bayle. The 35-year-old 
from Hiroshima hasn't raced at all for about two years and was as surprised as Biaggi that he was 
on the front row. In fact, Nanba took the top spot from Doohan with five minutes to go, only los- 
ing it three minutes later when Biaggi bested him. 

The greater pleasure in qualifying so well was in knowing that the work he had done to devel- 
op the new Yamaha YZR500 had paid off. 

"I haven't raced for about two years, so in the race I want the other three Yamahas to lead and 
follow them right on their exhausts,” Nanba said. “I don't know about tires and grip for the full 
race distance, so it may be difficult." 

Next to Nanba was his countryman Tadayuki Okada, the Repsol Honda rider who had taken 
the pole here in 1997. Okada said a small rear-suspension problem kept him from improving his 
time. He also knew that Biaggi's time was impossible to do for race distance, so he felt that he was 
on the race pace. 

Doohan sat on the end of the front row, nearly a second slower than Biaggi, but not sounding 
concerned. He'd run consistent times all weekend - just not the very fastest - and that's what it 
takes to win races. 

“Max put in a fantastic time this afternoon, but consistencywise that's a whole different pic- 
ture," Doohan said. “I think in the race it's the same thing. Once the bikes do start to move 
around, you'll have a different race again. Sure, the lap times are tumbling, but again, when we 
get into a race situation, we're going to see if we can maintain that momentum. 

"Obviously it would've been good to get the fastest lap, but we're more concerned about get- 
ting a good race setup," Doohan added. "Trying to stay on the front row was my main concern 
and I only managed that, so I'm happy.” 

. Of more concern to Doohan was the effect that the switch to unleaded fuel had had on the 
bikes and riders. He said that the lap times were lower due to the fact that you can get more out of 
the machine "because they haven't got much power so they're a bit easier to ride. But I still think 


when things start to get a bit nasty, lap times won't be as consistent, because already you're riding 
in front of the bike. When you' ve got the gas open, and the back wheel really hasn't caught up so 
it can spin, that's where you're kind of in a danger zone. If the thing does spin, it’s going to catch 
you out. So I think this year you're going to see quite a lot of high-sides. This is why I was saying 
earlier that the characteristics are all wrong. It makes it quicker, and makes it easier to get every- 
one up to the pace, but I think the end result is that you're going to see a lot more people trying to 
be Superman." 

MoviStar Honda Pons' Carlos Checa led off the third row in front of three Japanese riders, a 
wild card and two regulars. The Spaniard spent the session working on front suspension and felt 
he could get down to the 2:06 range, which he did. 

Japanese wild card Noriyuki Haga, the Yamaha World Superbike rider who won a leg in the 
World Superbike season opener in Australia, and who co-holds the points lead with Carl Fogarty, 
was sixth in his first grid on a 500. At times he appears to be constantly on the edge of disaster, 
and there was some question about his ability to adapt to the 500. He even admitted that, because 
of a front-end grip problem, he thought he was going to fall down many times. 

“I don't want to make the excuse that I’m a superbike rider,” the 23-year-old from Aichi said. 
"This is a one-off race on the 500, but ГП still try my best like any other race. If we can sort out the 
problem overnight, then I could be close." 

Just behind Haga came Yamaha Team Rainey's Norick Abe, visibly disappointed when he 
pulled in at the end of the session after a small engine problem had prevented him from improv- 
ing above seventh. 

The final rider on the second row was Nobuatsu Aoki, eighth in his first GP aboard the radi- 
cally altered Suzuki RGV-500 Gamma XR-88. 

Back on the third row was MoviStar Honda Pons' John Kocinski. The World Superbike Cham- 
pion may have ended up quicker if the team hadn't fitted the wrong tire late in the session. After 
testing a number of tires, Kocinski had chosen one which he'd asked to be fitted at the end of the 
session. But when he went out for his hot laps, Kocinski discovered he was using a tire he'd never 
tested before. 

“1 was sure to do a 2:06, and I was waiting until the last minute to try and do it,” Kocinski said. 
"But when I went out for the final three laps, I realized that I didn't like the tire that L had and I 
didn't try to push too hard." 

Kocinski shared the third row with Repsol Honda's Alex Criville, Red Bull Yamaha's Simon 
Crafar, and Repsol Honda's Sete Gibernau, in 12th, the fastest of the Honda V-twins. 

Criville was noticeably uncomfortable on the V-four, the front end pushing in the uphill cor- 
ners, with no relief in sight. 

"I have to be honest and admit that this will probably be a very difficult race for me," he said. 

Crafar was left to carry the Red Bull standard after his teammate Regis Laconi crashed in prac- 
tice, breaking his right ankle. The Red Bull Yamaha WCM team is also the only factory team using 
Dunlop tires and Crafar, who used Dunlops last year on the Kawasaki World Superbike team, 
said he could feel all of the track's imperfections through the tires. 

Gibernau, who was riding in place of the injured Takuma Aoki, recovered sufficiently from the 
concussion he suffered when he crashed coming onto the front straight on Friday that he was con- 
fident he could race. His time was seven-tenths of a second faster than Takuma Aoki had turned 
on the same machine last year and it would have put him on the pole for the 1997 race. 

"I've got no problems with my head after I banged it yesterday," Gibernau said. "I think the 
biggest problem tomorrow will be the guys in front." 

The American contingent was further down the grid, with Kenny Roberts Jr. 15th on the Team 
Roberts Modenas KR3 and FCC Technical Sport's Matt Wait 22nd after ee both of his Honda 
V-twins in the morning session and then having more problems in 4 

Roberts Jr. lapped three seconds faster than he had the previous day, but he was still nearly 
four seconds off the pace. Partly that was because, unlike the others, his team hadn't tested at 
Suzuka. And, though he had a new chassis and suspension, his team was using an updated ver- 
sion of last year's engine. The new motor won't be ready until the end of May. 

“Ws a lot funner bike to ride this year,” Roberts Jr. said, though he did have one scary moment in 
the second qualifying session. “I tucked the front and I was on my knee for a long time. I don't know 
how I saved it. It's an area where I did it before, a scary area. If something happened, I was ready." 

Wait's day began with problems and never improved. He seized both of his Honda NSR- 
500Vs in the morning and had problems early in qualifying which left him stranded on the track. 
After making his way back to the pits, he took his second bike out and immediately improved his 
time.

Briefly... 


Repsol Honda's Mick Doohan's run of consecutive pole posi- 
tions. ended at 12 - the final dozen races from last season. His 
record for finishing races. was even stronger, going back to a 
crash in the German GP in 1995. That streak also ended when his 
crankshaft let go on the 16th Іар while he was running 11th. He'd 
dropped to 11th from sixth place when he bottomed the front 
forks out going into turn one on the third lap. "After that, | just 
didn't feel comfortable," Doohan said. "I was trying to catch up to 
the other guys. but | was just racing by myself. Then. the engine 
stopped. There's.not much | can-do. There's still 14 races to go." 
The last time Doohan had an engine-breakage problem was at the 
season opener in Suzuka in 1989 when his motor seized. He also 
failed to finish when his fuel injection failed at Eastern Creek in 
1989. Sources in the team said that the use of unleaded fuel 
seems to be having an adverse affect on crankshaft life, and that 
the team will have to re-evaluate the mileage lifespan of the 
NSR500's crank. The team also said that the NSR500 is less 
fuel-efficient when using the unleaded gas - thus, Doohan was 
running with more fuel at the start of the race than normal and 
that may have caused him to run'off the track early on. 





The Kenny Roberts-owned Modenas team didn't have a half-bad 
day, considering how things went at the start of the race. “It was 
pretty crazy early on," Kenny Roberts Jr. said. “There were 
guys bouncing into each other all over the place. | must've lost 
four seconds on the first lap when two guys crashed in front of 
me at the hairpin. If that hadn't happened, | may have been able to 
tag onto (Simon? Crafar and that bunch." His teammate, Ralf 
Waldmann, didn't have much luck in his 500cc debut. “Somebody 
сате: inside me into the chicane on the first lap," the German 
explained. “| had to take avoiding action. and when | got off the 
каскК, | crashed." 


Another 500cc. rookie who crashed out early was Australian 
Garry McCoy. The Shell Advance team rider never made it 
through the first Іар. "| was passing people like they were on the 
warmup lap," McCoy said. "| passed (Sete) Gibernau, then (Car- 
los) Checa, then (John) Kocinski, and | was taking (Simon) Crafar 
into the hairpin when (Nobuatsu) Aoki cut to the inside white line. | 
went into him and over the top." 


Team Rainey Yamaha's Jean-Michel Bayle will. make his return 
to racing at the Spanish GP in Jerez, missing the first two Asian 
rounds of the 500сс World Championship, according to team 

| owner Wayne Rainey. Rainey said that the Frenchman was going 
"incredibly fast" when he fell off and hit his head. “It never 
knocked him out," Rainey said, "but he felt bad for a month." 
According to Rainey, Bayle had five or six CAT scans and the doc- 
tors could find nothing wrong. The problem, Rainey believes, was 
more mental than physical. "| think the problem was that the GP 
season was about to start and it caused anxiety for him,” Rainey 
said. "Two weeks ago we made the decision to skip the first two 
races." Since then his recovery has been markedly better. 


Kyoji Nanba will race the Rainey Yamaha again in the next GP 











in Malaysia, and he will be joined by fellow test rider Norihiko Fuji- 
wara. Fujiwara will ride as a wild card in the BP Yamaha Racing 
Team colors. The. 31-year-old from Shizuoka raced a 500 in the 
All-Japan Championship for eight years and. was champion from 
1989 to 1991. He switched to superbikes when the championship 
changed and finished third in 1996, his last full season. Last year 
he was a test rider for the YZF750 superbike, but he has been 
testing the new Ү29500 this year. 


With a little help from former World Champion. Eddie Lawson, 
Wayne Rainey has gotten back to racing, on the track, for the 
first time since his paralyzing injury 4 ^ years ago. Lawson built 
Rainey a TZ250-powered shifter go-kart with hand controls. In his 
two race appearances, Rainey won at Willow Springs and fin- 
ished second to Lawson at Buttonwillow. "| never dreamed I'd 
have the opportunity to put a helmet on and focus my eyes at 
150 mph," Rainey said. "It's changed the way | look at my situa- 
tion. Being able їо go out there and compete again has trans- 
formed my life to where | have something to look forward to. on a 
personal level." 


Despite being paralyzed from the waist down, Takuma Aoki 
insists that he will race again. In a statement released by the Rep- 
sol Honda team, Aoki, from his hospital bed, said: "At the 
moment, | am doing rehabilitation work at the hospital in order to 
come back to the Grand Prix racing soonest." The. release also 
said that Aoki would be moved to the United States to continue 
his rehabilitation as soon as the hospital is ready to accept him 
and he is granted a visa. The name of the hospital was not 
released. Wayne Rainey, who suffered similar injuries nearly five 
years ago, has been in touch with Aoki and advised him on where 
to seek medical help in the United States. 


The switch to unleaded fuel hasn't been as big a problem as 
expected, according:to Team Suzuki crew chief Stuart Shen- 
ton. Shenton, who heads up Nobuatsu Aoki's technical team. and 
who formerly worked at Suzuki with Kevin Schwantz and Daryl 
Beattie, said they began testing the unleaded fuel the week after 
the final. race of the 1997 season. "Things that you'd expect to 
have to change, we changed, but not as much as we thought. 
One obvious thing is that lubrication is less and it burns differently 
than the rocket fuel we used to use. The changes in the engine- 
management system is getting around that problem." Shenton 
said he couldn't say for sure how much difference the switch 
made to engine power since the team has made substantial 
improvements to the motor. "Top speed, maximum throttle, maxi- 
mum horsepower is a little bit down. Acceleration is where we 
were with last year's bike. In 12 months’ time, we'll be back to 
where we were." 


Yamaha's Grand Prix manager, Shunji Sakurada, said that his 
team had benefited from having to use unleaded fuel in the 
YZR250 that they ran in the All-Japan Championship last year. 


They began development on the 500 at the beginning of the 1997: 


season using regular pump fuel. "In all ranges there was a loss of 
horsepower, especially at the peak from 11,000 to 13,000 rpm. 
After seeing that, we tried to improve the shape of the exhaust 
port and the expansion chambers. We can recover the bottom 
and the middle. We still couldn't catch up on the peak power. Ee 
also had to reduce the compression ratio." 


Kenny Roberts Jr.'s Modenas KR3 was fitted with a distinctive 
tail section and fairing for the first practice session on Friday, but 
it was replaced with last year's more traditional unit for qualifying 
and the rest of the weekend. "It made її go around corners so 
weird," Roberts Jr. said. "It's such a different feeling. We need to 
be able to test it, We tested it for half a day in Spain and it was 
the same thing and we didn't know the bike settings." Roberts 
Jr.'s teammate Ralf Waldmann chose to forgo the new piece from 
the start. The bodywork, which had had been m by Lotus, 
significantly improved top speed. 


Regis. Laconi had а short weekend in Suzuka after breaking his 
right ankle in a crash during Friday's afternoon qualifying session. | 
The Red Bull Yamaha rider crashed on the sixth lap at the end of 
the long front straight when he accidentally backshifted to first 
gear, tumbling well through the gravel trap. “It's not good," he 
said. "| high-sided as | went into the first turn but | don't under- 
stand why. I'll have to have a look at the data with my engineers. | 
wasn't really pushing. My hand is not such a problem, but the 
ankle is." In addition to breaking his ankle, he broke his left ring 
finger, sprained his right hip, and dislocated his left little finger. 
Laconi will miss the Malaysian GP in two weeks' time, but is 
expected to return for the first Europedn round at Jerez on May 3. 
Red Bull Yamaha WCM racing director Peter Clifford said there 
were no plans to replace Laconi in Malaysia. 


The best press releases in the paddock continue to come from . 
the MoviStar Honda Pons team. In their GP preview, this cap- 

tion ran with a photo of John Kocinski looking at his helmet: "The 

helmet is an essential element for a racer and, of course, ít is also 

compulsory. John Kocinski is very pleased with his helmet this 

year. There are times alone on a break when he opens his heart 

to it, perhaps waiting for some good advice because this part of 

his garment stays with him during long passes almost on the edge | 
of time. Because things at times can also have a heart." The hel- 
met had no comment. 


Carmelo Ezpeleta, the managing director of Dorna, the GP

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Ricky Carmichael wins Round 6. 
AMA 125сс Eastern Regional Supercross Series 
Trans World Dome, St. Louis, MO 
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PONTIAC, MI, APR. 4 
fter four weeks of alternating 
| domination by Yamaha riders 
г. L Jeremy McGrath and Kevin 
Windham, the Supercross Series needed 
a little shaking up. And that’s just what 
happened as Team Honda's Ezra Lusk 
rode to his third win of the series in 
front of the 60,189 fans who flocked to 
the Pontiac Superdome. 

Lusk’s win not only proved that the 
Georgian is now fully healed from that 
hand injury that slowed him midseason; 
it was all the more sweet due to the fact 
that the win settled a score between 
himself and mechanic Mike Gosselar. 

“Two weeks ago, we made a bet that 
if I didn't win, Г have to grow а mus- 
tache and keep it until I won,” Lusk 
explained. "It's coming off, but he's got 
a mustache that he's had for over 10 


years and now he's got to get rid of it 


because I won. 

"Everything is going great," Lusk 
continued. "You never really know how 
good of a team you have until you have 
to dig down and pull it out of the bag. 
We've had some bad weekends but you 
really realize what you've got when this 
happens. I had a lot of bad weeks when 
I got hurt (his hand fracture), but I think 
we're back on track. We've had a three, 
a two, and now a one in the last three 
weeks, so we worked up the ladder and 
now we're back on top." 

Lusk turned in a great start and ride 
to earn the win, but it was not without a 
little help from the early race leader, 
Team Chaparral/Yamaha's Jeremy 
McGrath, who crashed at the end of the 
second lap. 

"I got a good start," McGrath 
explained. "I was riding really well and 
really loose and started to pull away - I 





had a three-second lead or something - 
and I just made a little mistake and 
crashed. I came up a little short on this 
jump-across thing, so when I hit it, I got 
bucked sideways, rode the front wheel a 
little, and then I tipped over going into 
the berm. That's when something hap- 
pened to my bars." 

As the dazed McGrath picked up his 
bike from the corner, the handlebars 
flopped down onto the tank and his race 
was over before it had really begun. 
Many thought his new Twin-Wall Ren- 
thal handlebars had broken or some- 
thing hadn't been properly tightened, 
but team manager Larry Brooks com- 
mented on the problem. 

“When he crashed the bike, it flipped 
over and when it hit the berm, there was 
a lot of leverage on the handlebars and 
it broke a clamp,” Brooks explained. 
"It's a freak thing, but common at times, 
because it happened to Button last 
week. It's just from the leverage and the 
bike driving into the ground. There is 
nothing wrong with the Renthal bars, 
though." 

Last week's winner, Team Yamaha's 
Windham, rode a smart and steady race 
from his sixth-place start to finish sec- 
ond. Windham was very pleased with 
his finish, as he is the only other rider 
besides McGrath to finish within the top 
10 in each of the 13 races. 

“Man, it's weird,” Windham said. "I 
set my goals for two (wins) in a row, but 
I haven't done it yet. I just keep going 
every other, so it looks like it's going to 
be my turn in Charlotte. It feels great, 
though. I had a little brain fade and 
didn't get a good start, but it feels good 
to go out on a track and know you can 
put in a good, hard 20 laps, which is 
exactly what I did tonight without get- 
ting tired. After McGrath went out, I 
saw Ezra and he was gone, so I thought 
it's time to charge up to the podium. 








. Once I saw McGrath go down, I set my 


sights on second, and realistically it was 
probably the best I could have done 
tonight." 

Yamaha teammate Doug Henry 
gated a little worse than Windham did 
in the main, but charged his YZ400F 
through the pack to claim a podium fin- 
ish in third. It was the Connecticut resi- 
dent's second third-place finish this 
year, the first occurring in Seattle. 

"This is really good," Henry said. 
"Lately, I've gotten four fifths in a row. 
I'm just trying to come back from the 
first part of the year, which was up and 
down and more down than up. I'm just 
trying to settle in there and get ready for 





the outdoor series by staying focused, 
and tonight went really well for that. I 
didn't have the whoops down in the 
heat, but in the main, I got them down 
and that really helped." 

The Tampa SX winner, Team Suzu- 
ki's Larry Ward, rode his RM250 to 
fourth overall after running as high as 
second early on. He eventually calmed 
down and nearly caught Henry on the 
last lap, trying to steal away the final 
podium spot. 

"It's an okay result; I just made a lot 
of mistakes tonight," Ward said. “I think 
the track had a lot of big braking bumps, 
and it was a great track, but I just per- 
sonally made a lot of mistakes. The last 
five laps were great, but up until then I 
was fighting it. I did mellow out the last 
five laps and almost caught Henry. I 
tried to ram him - well, not ram him, but 
got alongside of him in the last straight- 
away. You know, at least I didn't get 
run into this week or hurt anything, and 
I'll go to Charlotte in two weeks and try 
to get back on the podium." 

Ward's teammate, Frenchman Mick- 
ael Pichon, gated well and was in the 
lead pack throughout the main, but set- 
tled for fifth at the checkers. Team 
Honda of Troy's Mike Craig took his 
third sixth-place finish in a row, fol- 
lowed by Team Jack in the Box /Honda's 
Mike LaRocco, Team Chaparral Yama- 
ha's Jimmy Button, Team Honda's Steve 
Lamson and Team Yamaha's John 
Dowd, who crashed early on and 
charged up from 16th to finish 10th. 

Team Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes fin- 
ished 11th, Team Kawasaki of 
Mexico/Thor/Tecate’s Jean-Sebastien 
Roy took 12th, Kawasaki of Carroll- 
ton/Thor/Pro Circuit-backed National 
Arenacross regular Cliff Palmer got 
13th, and Honda of Troy teammates 
Mike Brown and Stephane Roncada fin- 
ished 14th and 15th. Hudsonville, 
Michigan’s own Todd DeHoop finished 
16th, followed by Great Lakes Air- 
lines/Bill’s Pipes /Factory Connection- 
backed Heath Voss, Tom Morgan Rac- 
ing/Dunlop/JT-sponsored Ryan 
Terlecki, and Yamaha of Japan/Holley

Racing/Bridgestone’s Takeshi Koikeda, 
and McGrath picked up the one point 
awarded to 20th. 

McGrath's seemingly insurmount- 
able points lead has dwindled slightly, 
but he still leads Windham in the stand- 
ings, 268-237, with three races remain- 
ing. Lusk is still lurking in third with 
224, 

"There is still no points battle," 
McGrath said after the race. "I'm 31 
points ahead now from 53 before this 
race, but it's no big deal. I made a little 
mistake and I'm still a race and six 
points ahead. I'm not really worried 
about it. It’s good we've got a vacation 
coming so I can regroup, but I'm riding 
fine." 


HEATS 


Pichon edged out Windham for the 
holeshot in the first heat, with Kawasa- 
ki's Damon Huffman, Lusk, Hughes, 
Brown and a host of others in tow. 
While Windham pressured Pichon for 
the lead during the first two laps, racing 
behind the duo was a close pack consist- 
ing of Huffman, Hughes, Button and 
then Lusk. Disaster struck, though, 
when Huffman went over the bars hard 
while jumping the finish-line jump in 
the midst of the group. He did not get 
up on his own and was eventually taken 
off the track on a stretcher with what 
was later diagnosed as a broken right 
femur (see Briefly... section). 

Windham got by Pichon exiting the 
whoop section during the third lap and 
raced off to the win. 

“My heat went great,” Windham said. 
^Me and Pichon were up there, battling. 
It was a good ride because the track's a 
little hard to pass on. I worked on him for 
a few laps and finally got it. I actually 
ended up with the fastest qualifier, which 
has been happening quite often lately, so 
I'm excited about that. The track was 
tough and he was going a good pace. I 
mean, I was behind him for half of the 
race and our qualifier was still faster. 
That's a sure sign that both of us were 
going fast and I'm excited about that." 

Pichon stayed close to finish second, 
while’Hughes maintained third over a 
squabbling Lusk and then Button. Going 
to the semi with Button were Roy, 
Palmer and Roncada in sixth through 
eighth, along with Brown and Team 
Kawasaki of Mexico/Thor/Tecate fill-in 
Jeff Matiasevich, who crashed together 
on the first lap. 

The second heat saw Bromley Suzu- 
ki/MSR/Dunlop-backed veteran Barry 
Carsten take the holeshot, with 
McGrath, Craig, Ward, Lamson and 
Dowd in close pursuit. Craig was on the 
move and tripled by Carsten before 
passing McGrath for the lead when the 
Chaparral/Yamaha rider bobbled in the 
same spot where he would later break 
his bike in the main. 

Once he composed himself, McGrath 
took the lead back and took off to the 
win in front of Craig. 

“T got a little tight in the heat race,” 
McGrath explained. “On the first lap, I 
kind of cased the jump before the finish 
and Craig went around me. After that, I 
got back by him and just tried to calm 
down. I was making little mistakes and 
wanted to stretch it out.” 

Henry moved through the pack after 
a mediocre start and got into a battle 
with Lamson and then Ward while try- 
ing to get into third place. Henry flew 
lower over a triple jump to finally steal 
third away from Ward, who took the 
final transfer in fourth feeling some heat 
from the charging LaRocco. Lamson set- 
tled for sixth ahead of Dowd, and the 
two went to the semi with the rest. 





SEMIS 


Button wanted into the main and 
shot to the lead of the first semi with 
Terlecki, Roy, Airdrie Motorsports/ 
FMF/Smith-backed Jason Frenette, 
Brown and Palmer in tow. From that 
point, Button took off and hid, winning 
the semi with a comfortable margin over 
Roy, Brown, Palmer and Terlecki, who 
held on to take the fifth and final trans- 
fer to the main. 

Matiasevich just missed the transfer 
in a distant sixth, along with Roncada. 
The French 125сс Western Region con- 
tender ran as high as fourth until he 
flew over a berm near the finish. 

Dowd also wanted to be in the show 
and took the lead in the second semi, 
followed by DeHoop, Koikeda, LaRocco 
and Lamson. Lamson immediately leap- 
frogged his way into second and LaRoc- 
со did the same rather quickly to get 
into third, and the two finished behind 
Dowd. Voss came up through the pack 
to take fourth, and DeHoop held off 
Koikeda and Kames Sports/Pirelli/Pro 
Circuit-backed Mike Katin Jr. to take 
fifth. The rest went to the LCQ. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


Katin had the edge going into the 
first turn of the LCQ, with Roncada, 
Koikeda and the rest of the field in tow. 
Katin had a good lead for a lap until he 
threw it away in a rhythm section. From 
there, Roncada ran off to the win, while 
Matiasevich did his best to move 
through the pack for the final transfer. 
Matiasevich got close on the fifth lap, 
but a few mistakes sent him to the pits 
for the night. 


MAIN 


The holeshot in the main event went 
to McGrath; he was followed by Lusk, 
Dowd, Pichon, Ward, Windham and 
Henry. McGrath pulled out to a promis- 
ing two-second lead by the end of the 
first lap, as the rest of the group shuffled 
itself. In fact, Windham was forced off 
of the track and almost into the stands 
as the lead pack raced up the loop that 
went into the grandstands, but he recov- 
ered without losing too much ground. 

By the middle of the first lap, 
McGrath had a good lead, trailed by 
Lusk, Ward, Henry, Pichon, Button and 
then Windham. Just as McGrath was 
about to finish his second lap, his race 
was ended when he came up short in a 
rhythm section, swapped, and crashed 
directly into the oncoming turn. The 
force of the crash broke the clamps that

secure the bars, and as McGrath strug- 
gled to find a place to lift his bike, he 
and Ward made contact. 

“When Jeremy went down and stood 
back up, I think he was in a little bit of a 
daze,” Ward explained. “He stood up 
and looked at his bike and stood up 
again and kind of lost his feet, and my 
shoulder and his shoulder just nailed 
each other and I knocked him down so 
hard. But I didn’t mean to do it.” 

From there on out, it was Lusk’s race 
to lose, and he didn’t have a problem 
with that, as he raged off to victory. The 
win was so far in the bag that many of 
the fans were booking for the exits by 
the 15th lap. 

“I got beside Jeremy out of the start- 
ing gate and we came out really good, 
perfect,” said Lusk about his winning 
ride. “We went into the first turn side by 
side, and he came out just a little bit 
ahead of me. I followed Jeremy for a few 
laps - I knew he was going to hammer 
down - and I just wanted to watch and 
try to pick some good lines. I think I had 
closed in on him when he fell. I saw him 
hitting the ground, and I did that in the 
same exact place in practice yesterday, 
and it doesn't feel good. After I got the 
lead, I just went as hard as I could and 
tried to pull away. Halfway through, I 
got a little tense and didn't really go as 
good as I should have, but it was good 
enough to still win the race." 

The top running order remained the 
same for much of the race, but it was 
Windham who wanted more as he came 
through the pack. He got Button early 
on, and then passed Pichon and then 
Ward near the finish about midway 
through - which left only his teammate 
Henry in the way. It took Windham

about three laps to reel in his teammate 
before he moved by nicely on lap 15. 

“1 made a nice inside pass on him 
(Henry) and didn't get too physical," 
Windham explained. ^He rode a good 
race and I’m pumped to see him up 
there. That's an improvement and hope- 
fully he can keep it going - keep putting 
those Yamahas on the podium." 

Lusk had a 10-second lead by the 
time Windham got to second and that 
was as far as he would climb. He even- 
tually finished five seconds behind Lusk 
at the finish and was pleased with his 
ride, although not fully satisfied. 

"It was just one of those things. My 
bike is working awesome," Windham 
said after the race. “I just had a little bit 
of brain fade and had a slow reaction 
and got boxed off into the first turn. I 
was inside the top 10, maybe sixth, but 
whenever there are six guys in front of 
you, it looks like you're way back. Pass- 
ing through the pack went pretty good. 
It took a little while, but we've got a 
long time - 20 laps is a long main event." 

Henry held on to fourth, although 
not without feeling some big pressure 
from Ward on the last lap. 

"] got an okay start - maybe in the 
top five somewhere - and just had to 
work past a couple of guys," Henry 
explained. ^A couple guys went down 
in front of me, so I pretty much just rode 
my own race. I saw that shot at the 
podium, so I was really working 
towards that. I had to get by Pichon in 
the beginning when I jumped lower 
than him on a triple jump, and then 
Ward made a mistake and I got by him. 
It was a good night for the team and 
me." 
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Ward settled for fourth, right in front 
of his Suzuki teammate Pichon. 

“I got a pretty good start and kind of 
closed my eyes and jumped that first 
triple and came out in third,” Ward 
said. “Then I was riding in second, and I 
was just fighting some of those little ruts 
and not riding real smooth. And then 
the two Yamaha guys got me and I said, 
Tve got to calm down,’ and I calmed 
down and rode pretty good the last five 
or so laps." 

Craig rounded the first lap in sixth 
and eventually finished there, while 
LaRocco took seventh after moving up 
from his 11th-place position recorded on 
the first lap. Button and Lamson fin- 
ished eighth and ninth, neither of them 
quite able to make up for mediocre 
starts, and Dowd charged to round out 
the top 10 after falling on the third lap.en

4 
or the seventh time this year,

The win came in front of a 
packed house at the Pontiac Silverdome, 
and with the win Carmichael claimed 
his first 125сс Supercross Championship 
title and also tied Doug Henry’s 1993 
record of seven wins in a row. 
Carmichael won the 15-lap main 
event after a pulling a fifth-place start.

Throughout the next 
nine laps, Carmichael stretched his lead 
to a healthy 12 seconds. In the final laps 
and a victory parade lap, Carmichael 
gave the crowd what they asked for: a 
series of patented.Carmichael whips 
that had everybody on their feet. 

“1 couldn’t be any happier,” 
Carmichael said after the event. “That’s 
what it’s all about: whipping it and let- 
ting the fans have a good time. The 
Championship feels great. I’m ecstatic.” 

Finishing second on the night was 
Honda of Troy/Sinisalo-backed Casey 
Lytle. The California native grabbed the 
holeshot in the final and led for five laps 
before being overtaken by Carmichael. 
Lytle rode smooth for the remaining 10 
laps and held off a late-race charge by 
Robbie Reynard. This marked Lytle’s 
best finish of the year, and he sits com- 
fortably in fourth in the point standings. 

“1 finally got a holeshot and tried to 
relax and get away from the other 
guys,” Lytle said of his finish. “The 
track was good, and after Ricky passed 
me, I just tried to latch on and get 
myself some more distance from third.” 

Rounding out the podium was Pri- 
mal Impulse Suzuki/Bill’s Pipes/ 
Answer-backed Reynard. The aforemen- 
tioned Reynard was second behind 
Lytle off the start but was quickly rele- 
gated to fourth. After working his way 
by Brock Sellards on the ninth circuit, 
Reynard rode unchallenged for six laps, 
moving to the rear fender of Lytle and 
coming up several bike lengths short of 
second at the finish. 

Finishing fourth was FMF/Honda- 
sponsored Sellards, who gated third, 
followed by Moto XXX/Pro Circuit's 
Paul Currie. Kawasaki-mounted Shae 
Bentley finished sixth as he was riding 
in Team Tecate colors and Currie’s Moto 
XXX teammate Brian Deegan finished 
seventh. Primal Impulse/Suzuki/Facto- 
ry Connection-backed Tony Lorusso 
crossed the line in eighth, with Tom 
Morgan/Lemonds Yamaha-mounted 
Robbie Skaggs in ninth. Cycle Shed 
KTM/FMF/Pirelli-sponsored James 
Povolny rounded out the top 10. 

Although Carmichael already has the 
championship locked up, all he can talk 
about is the next race. The Charlotte 
Supercross is in two weeks and 
Carmichael wants his eighth win of the 
series. 

"I'm going to focus on Charlotte, 
then the 125 Nationals," Carmichael 
said of the near future. 

With one round remaining, Reynard 
controls second in the standings with 
121 points, eight points ahead of Sell- 
ards with 113.

R&S Kawasaki /Bridgestone/EVS- 
backed Isaiah Johnson nailed the start of 
heat one, with Bentley, Bromley Suzu- 
ki/MSR/EK-sponsored Barry Carsten 
and Reynard in tow. Bentley quickly 
moved by Johnson for the lead, while 
Reynard was being passed by Skaggs 
and Sellards was slipping into fifth: 
Skaggs bobbled soon thereafter and 
Reynard was on the move. Reynard 
pounced on Carsten and Johnson, then 
set sail for Bentley. 

Reynard moved around Bentley on 
the fourth lap and would pull away for 
the win. Bentley held second to the fin- 
ish while Sellards made some passes to 
finish third. Johnson held on to fourth, in 
front of Carsten and Deegan, and Primal 
Impulse/Suzuki-mounted Charley Bog- 
ard crossed in seventh. Povolny dropped 
several positions to eighth, and the final 
transfer went to RRP/Acerbis/Mont- 
gomeryville Cycles’ Ty Wallace. 

Currie grabbed the holeshot of heat 
two, with Kawasaki of Mexico/ 
Thor/Tecate-sponsored Erick Vallejo 
and Kawaski of Carrollton/Renthal's 
Grayson Goodman in hot pursuit. 
Goodman jumped by Vallejo for second 
early on, while Carmichael was in sixth 
after a dismal start. Carmichael worked 
through the pack with ease and was in 
the lead for good by lap three. 

By lap four, Carmichael had five sec- 
onds over Vallejo, who moved by Good- 
man and Currie for second. Carmichae' 
pulled away for a seven-second wir 
over his hard-charging Pro Circuit/ 
SplitFire teammate, Nick Wey. Vallejc 
held on to third, with Currie crossing 
the line in fourth. 

Lytle, who started in 10th, workec 
up to fifth, followed by Kingspor 
KTM/ProTel/Boyesen-backed Jin 
Neese. FMF/Thor/ Honda-supportec 
Danny Smith came across in seventh) 
with Streits Motorsports/Sunstar, 
Arnette-backed Jason Thomas in eighth 
Goodman held on to the final transfer i1 
ninth. 

Lansing KTM/Michelin/Fox-spon 
sored Kelley Smith won the last-chanc« 
qualifier in front of Moto XXX's Jame: 
Eickel and Skaggs. Lorusso made th« 
cut by making a last-lap pass for fourth.

Lytle nailed the start, with Reynard 
Sellards, Goodman and Carmichael giv: 
ing chase. Carmichael blitzed by Good: 
man and Sellards passed Reynard fo1 
second early on. Carmichael railed 
around Reynard for third at the end of 
lap one and was gunning for Sellards. 

While closing on Sellards on lap 
three, Carmichael tipped over in a rut 
and Reynard moved back into third. 
Carmichael quickly remounted and 
charged once again after the leaders. 

Lytle was in control out front on lap 
three and Sellards was being pressured 
for second by Reynard. A slight bobble 
by Reynard in the rockers was just 
enough for Carmichael to move back 
into the lead group and by the fifth lap 
Carmichael was pressuring Lytle for the 
lead. 

Carmichael moved by Lytle in a 
rhythm section and packed his bags, 
Lytle settled into second as Sellards and 
Reynard battled for several laps. Currie, · 
meanwhile, was having a quiet but 
strong ride in fifth. 

Carmichael had three seconds on 
Lytle at the halfway point and Lytle had 
another five on Sellards and Reynard. 
Reynard moved by Sellards two laps 
later and began to slowly catch Lytle. 

By lap 12, Carmichael was setting a 















blistering pace, some 11 seconds ahead 
of Lytle. Reynard was now within three 
seconds of Lytle with three laps to go. 

With the white flag waving, 
Carmichael knew he was the new 125cc 
Eastern Regional Supercross Champion, 
and the crowd also recognized it. 

Carmichael rode the final lap quite 
slowly and saluted the crowd. With the 
crowd's approval, Carmichael went all 
out as he hit the larger jumps and pulled 
off some great tricks. Carmichael 
crossed the finish line and headed 
straight for his mechanic, Chad Watts, 
and team manager Mitch Payton to 
thank them for a job well-done. 

“1 couldn't be any happier,” 
Carmichael said from the podium. "This 
is my second year (racing professional- 
ly) and I've got two championships, it 
feels great." 

As everybody was paying attention 
to the new champ, the battle between 
Lytle and Reynard was getting better. 
Lytle had the strength he needed, 
though, and held on to second. Reynard 
finished closely in third, with Sellards 
finishing a quiet fourth. 











“I got a little tense when I saw Ricky 
go down,” Sellards said of his ride. “I 
have to win Charlotte now - I don't care 
about anything else." = 

Currie had his best ride of the year to 
finish fifth, with Bentley riding well for 
sixth. Seventh went to Deegan and 
Lorusso, who started near the back of 
the pack, finished eighth. Skaggs fin- 
ished ninth, followed by KTM’s most 
consistent rider of the year, Povolny, in 
10th. 

Bogard was 11th, followed by Valle- 
jo, Thomas, Goodman, Danny Smith, 
Neese, Carsten, Wallace, Eickel, Kelly

Briefly... 


Team Honda of Troy's Casey Lytle won the 1-900-PRO-RACE 
Holeshot Award in the 125cc class and picked up an extra $500 
for his efforts, while Team. Chaparral/Yamaha's Jeremy 
McGrath won the award in the 250cc class and made himself 
$1000 richer in the process. 


Both Kawasaki's Jeff Emig and Suzuki's Greg Albertyn were 
still out from injuries sustained and/or aggravated at the New 
Orleans Supercross three weeks ago. Suzuki team manager Roger 
DeCoster was still optimistic that “Albee,” a three-time World MX 

| Champion and crowd favorite, would return for Charlotte CApril 18). 
"He's seeing а new doctor (who works with the San Diego Charg- 
ers), and he's treating the injuries with direct injections to the 
injured area." DeCoster added that the South African tried to ride 
last Tuesday and “could. not move". on Wednesday. According to 
Kawasaki team manager Bruce Stjemstrom, "Emig has been going 
through back therapy two to three times a week and could be back 
for Charlotte." 


Team Chaparral Yamaha's Jimmy Button had a couple of hard 
crashes during practice on Saturday that had many onlookers won- 
dering if he would be able to even stand back up on his own. “I had 
a couple of horrible crashes in the first and second practice ses- 
sions," ‘Button confirmed. "I don't know what's going. on. The only 
thing I've done good today is sign autographs. In the first practice, | 
landed off the triple and my front end washed out оп me. In the sec- 
ond practice, | jumped down the hill and hit my brakes and the pedal 
went to the ground - | had no brakes - апа!| went into this big jump 
with just way too much speed and went down hard. They were а 
couple of big, huge, dumb, stupid crashes that don't feel too good, 
I'm really sore: just about everywhere right now. | buckled hard in 
practice in Atlanta and rode good there, so we'll see what hap- 
pens." Button had to go to a.semi to qualify, which he won quite 
easily, and he finished eighth in the main. 


Tony Lorusso, who recently lost his F&S Suzuki sponsorship 
over a contract dispute, hasn't really missed a beat since being 

| acquired by the Primal Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki 125cc team. “1 
really didn't take anybody's place," Lorusso said. "Right now I've 

| got a support deal, I'm on the team, but | don't have my own van ог 
anything. like that -.I'm still driving, but everything is working pretty 
good. I'm on the same bikes but with different motor work (Bill's 
Pipes). The suspension is still Factory Connection. The bikes are 
:working really good and l'm happy with them and happy to be on 
the team. Everyone's really пісе and they all help me out:as much 
as they can. | think.it's a.good step for me." The rider-from East 
Hartford, Connecticut, took the fourth and final transfer spot from 
the LCQ and finished eighth in the main. 


Rumors ran rampant in Pontiac that some Hollywood bigwigs have 
been scouting out Supercross venues in order to film a super- 
cross-related adventure-type movie, but there has been no 
official word yet. The 1996 movie: "Fled" featured footage shot at 
the 1995 Atlanta Supercross. 


Team Noleen/Thor/K2's ‘Tim Ferry was in attendance in Pontiac, 
but not.as rider just yet. "| was up here visiting Dr. Schaffer, the 
guy who did LaRocco's knee," Ferry explained. “| came up here 
Thursday for a checkup after he did my ACL and fixed some carti- 
lage damage about four weeks ago after | injured it at Indy and then 
Tampa. | decided to stay for ће race and watch it. It's actually not 
that bad watching, because | know l can't ride. But if | knew | could 
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be out there riding, I'd be bummed. Nothing's for sure, but I'm hop- 
ing to be on the bike in about three to four weeks, which will put me 
at the two-month mark. I've been doing therapy like six дауз а week 
and riding a stationary bicycle. I'm not sure if I'm going to make it 
out for the first national (Glen Helen, May 9). It's still up in the air; | 
don't want to come back too soon. | Кпоми by about the fourth гасе 
| should be a hundred percent." Ferry also confirmed that he would 
be riding a 125cc outdoors, adding to an already-stacked deck of. 
fierce 125cc title combatants this year. 


Team Honda's Steve Lamson confirmed that he will also be rid- 
ing а 125 when the National Motocross Series kicks off: The two- 
time 125cc National Champion is rearing to get out there after his 
dismal 250cc Supercross season thus far. "We've done a lot of 
testing already with our 125 and.we're way ahead. l.heard Ricky 
(Carmichael) say in an interview that he thought his main competi- 
tion would be-Dowd this year, Биї don't think he knew | was riding 
the class, but it still has me fired up. Ricky is really cool and we've 
been hanging out a little bit because he is friends with Yogi (Ezra 
Lusk). | know he's got respect for me and l've got a lot of respect 
for him -ће rides with a lot of confidence. The 125 class is going to 
be good with Button, Dowd, Ricky and myself out there." 


While it has been known for some time that Chaparral/Yamaha's 
Jimmy Button would be riding the 125cc class outdoors, many 
have been wondering how the lanky speedster will do опа 125. 
“I've had a really good week this week testing my 125, and I'm 
looking forward to that series. | think | have a real good chance to 
win the championship after riding that thing this week. The bike is 
un-believable: It is really, really fast. It's all Kel's (Carruthers) work. 
It is crazy, crazy fast. We haven't done much suspension testing 
yet, but Ross (Maeda of Enzo suspension) gave me a setup to ride 
with to get the motor testing done. Things are coming along and | 
think we have six days. of testing coming up before Glen Helen 
already scheduled. | think that when that gate drops for the first 
moto, the Chaparral bike is going to be up front, that's for sure. | 
honestly think it's going to. come down to myself, Carmichael, J.D. 
(Dowd) and Lammy going for the title, Some other guys will get up 
there, like Sheak and Ferry, but | think, consistently, it will be the 
four of us going at it. R.C. is riding with a lot of confidence right 
now and that's going to give him a little added bonus, but you just 
never know how hard that number-one plate is going to be to carry 
around." 


One of the weirdest handlebar/lever setups in the entire series (and 
country, for that matter) has got to be awarded to 125сс Team 
Green rider Shae Bentley. The Ellenwood, Georgia, resident, 
who got the holeshot and led the New Orleans and Indy Super- 
crosses, currently rotates his handlebars so far forward in the 
clamps (way further than even Damon Bradshaw could ever dream) 
that it lays down on the number plate. Adding to the weirdness is 
the fact that the clutch lever is then set and fully tightened at about 
а 45-degree angle above the left grip. “Не tore up his left shoulder 
before Loretta's last year," reported mechanic Todd Dunn, “so he 
had to wear a brace that wouldn't let his shoulder rotate upward, so 
he tried this setup. His shoulder's fine now, but we've tried to lower 
it (the lever) and he gets arm pump. But it's slowly coming down - 
you should see how.high the lever was just a few weeks ago. It's 
slowly coming down, just like we want the bars to eventually come 
back because’he has trouble getting back on the bike in the 
whoops because of it." Bentley, who was riding under the Team 
Kawasaki of Mexico/Thor/Tecate colors in Pontiac, took second in 
his heat ‘to Robbie Reynard after leading and finished’ sixth in the 
main event.

Team keeps on spinning, mostly due to injuries. Canadian hero 
Jean-Sebastien Roy. who has been filling in for the injured Pedro 
Gonzalez, was joined by Bentley (on a 125) and. Jeff Matiase- 
vich, who is now filling in for the injured Phil Lawrence. Erick Valle- 
jo is the only original team: member currently racing. “Chicken 
(Matiasevich) will be riding Phil's bike for the last four races and 
Pedro (Gonzalez) should be back for Charlotte," explained team 
manager Paul Lindsey. "If he does return, Roy will return to his pri- 
vateer team.” 


On Thursday evening, nearly.2000 amateur racers and their families 
walked the track in preparation for Sunday's Pontiac Amateur 
Supercross; the only amateur supercross still run. Unbeknownst 
to them, the track-walking horde did the Dirt-Wurx crew a favor. 
“Yeah, didn't hurt us a bit," said track builder Rich Winkler. “It 
helped with the compaction of the dirt." Historically, Pontiac's dirt 
has been:some of the softest on the circuit. In order to combat this, 
Dirt Wurx mixed in nearly 12 tons of hot lime into the soil before it 
was formed into the track. "We mixed it in bulk, instead of just 
putting it (the lime). on the faces of the jumps,” Winkler said. "Dur- 
ing the morning track walk, some of the series' top riders were | 
impressed with the conditions. “I've always ridden here when you 
had. to almost roll everything," said Team Kawasaki's Damon | 
Huffman. “Oh, yeah - the track is hard-packed and: а lot tackier 
than usual," said teammate Ryan Hughes. The track was а little -| 
rocky and seemed to have some chunks of metal in it, according to 
CN photographer Kinney Jones, who found a door handle out on 
the track. This also became evident as sparks sporadically flew off 
the bottom of Ezra Lusk's aluminum-framed CR250 on his way to 
the victory. 





In other not-so-good news, Damon Huffman suffered a broken 
right femur after crashing hard on a jump while battling up front 
early in his heat race. The two-time 125cc Western Regional Super- 
cross Champion fell hard on the landing from the finish-line jump 
and was taken off the floor in a stretcher after the race was fin- 
ished. Huffman will һауе а large rod inserted in his femur.and it is 
expected that he will miss the entire 1998 National Motocross sea- 
son. 


When 6-foot-6, 240-pound Detroit Lions NFL Pro-Bowl quarterback 
Scott Mitchell says, "Man, that had to hurt," you know it hurt. 
Mitchell was referring to a crash that he saw. Michigan's own Mick 
Wey take during a practice session on press day. The: Team Pro 
Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki rider cased a triple jump, wrenching his 
wrists and tweaking his back in the mishap. X-rays taken on Friday 
came back negative and the 17-year-old raced to second in his heat 
race, behind teammate Ricky Carmichael. In the main, Wey pulled 
off after a few laps. 


After a couple of days of testing and training next week, Team 
Chaparral/Yamaha will become Team Hawaii аз teammates. Jere- 
my McGrath and Jimmy Button will be jetting off to the tropi- 
cal islands for some much-needed R&R before returning for Char- 
lotte in two weeks. 


The Pontiac Silverdome was one of the very first stadiums to 
hold a supercross event, back in 1976. In fact, only the Houston 
Astrodome has а longer history of supercross (1974). The Silver- 
dome, though, has hosted the most supercrosses of any venue 
with 37, which is due to the fact that they used to hold races on two 
consecutive nights in Pontiac until that practice was abolished in 
1993. And who is the all-time winningest rider іп the Silverdome? 
Bob Hannah holds that title with nine wins, including:a run of six 
consecutive wins from 1977 to 1979.

A fter his solid second-place finish 
at the AMA Supercross Series 
opener at the Los Angeles Coli- 
seum, many believed that defending 
series champion Jeff Emig was on the 
fast track toward title number two. 
Lightning-quick and supremely confi- 
dent after defeating stadium legend 
Jeremy McGrath in 1997, Emig dived 
headfirst into the new season with a 
solid, resourceful, championship-proven 
team at his behest. With longtime 
mechanic Jeremy Albrecht twirling the 
spanners and teammates Damon Huff- 
man and Ryan Hughes supporting him 
as tail-gunners, it was all systems go. 

Or so it seemed. 

After relatively consistent finishes at 
rounds two and three in Houston and 
Tempe, Emig experienced a dismal out- 
ing in Seattle’s Kingdome, in which he 
started well but. faded back to a bitterly 
disappointing 14th-place finish. It was 
there that the well-documented down- 
ward spiral in his results began, thus 
setting off a whirlwind of conjecture 
and second-guessing. And like a num- 
ber of empty candy-bar wrappers and 
spent newspaper pages swirling around 
in a windstorm, one rumor after another 
regarding Emig swept over the super- 
cross circuit. 

Whether they pointed to motorcycle 
troubles, relationship struggles with his 
longtime girlfriend, outside-the-sport 
business interests, or the dreaded drug- 
and-alcohol accusations, one rumor 
after another surfaced regarding Emig’s 
sudden slide down the results column. 

In an effort to set the record straight, 
and to let Emig speak his piece - and put 
to rest a number of asinine rumors - we 
contacted “Fro” at his home in River- 
side, California. There to heal up from а 
serious back injury, Emig was positive 
about returning to the circuit but very 
troubled about the rumors and finger- 
pointing that has taken place in recent 
months. 

You haven't raced the past three super- 
cross events in Minneapolis, St. Louis 
and Pontiac. What have you been 
doing? 

I just went back to St. Louis and did a 
bunch of public-relations work, radio 
and TV interviews for the promoters. 
I'm from Missouri and felt like the event 
needed the champion there. While I was 
there, I met a kid named Josh Wheeler 
who is recovering from a cancer tumor 
he had in the back of his head. He used 
to race and wanted to meet me, so one 
of the dealers set it up through Kawasa- 
ki. We went to a St. Louis Blues hockey 
game and hung out together. It was real 
nice. 

There has been a lot of speculation and 
conjecture as to why you've been off 
the circuit in recent weeks. What has 
really been going on? 

I know a lot of people have been talking. 
The reason I have been out is that I have 
severely strained ligaments in my back. 
My doctors believe it happened from a 
crash I had at the Osaka Supercross back 
in November. It's really flared up now. 
The only way it can heal up is if I stay 
inactive and don't do anything that can 
aggravate it. The only way it's going to 
get better is by the special treatment I 
have been receiving. Through the treat- 
ment, the doctor has to put needles into 
my back and inject glucose and sugar in 
order to bring blood to the area to help 
the healing process. 

When are you going to be able to come 
back to racing? 

I'd like to ride Charlotte and Dallas, 














which is going to be on national televi- 
sion; if not those races, then the Glen 
Helen National, for sure. I’m really 
bummed out today because I went for a 
run on Sunday morning and it really 
aggravated my back. I’m really disap- 
pointed because now it may take even 
longer to heal. 

Your situation appears to be very frus- 
trating. Are you trying to keep your 
chin up?

Yes, but now I have to deal with all of 
these rumors that have been going 
around. 

What rumors are you referring to? 
There have been rumors flying all over 
the Internet that I’m addicted to cocaine, 
and that I missed the St. Louis race 
because I was in a drug-rehabilitation 
clinic. I don’t know how this shit can 
happen. I mean, the same thing - rumors 
- happened with McGrath last year 
when he wasn’t doing so well. That real- 
ly hurt him. I mean, some of these peo- 
ple doing this really know how to kick a 
man when he’s down. The rumors really 
bum me out. I’ve heard rumors ranging 
from that Гуе been fired from Kawasaki 
to I was in jail in New York for posses- 
sion of cocaine. Where does this stuff 
come from? All this is really tough right 
now. The year’s been bad, and now that 
Thave a break, I can’t even relax because 
of all these problems with my back and 
these rumors. I just want to get back to 
racing. 

While they are obviously wrong, it 
appears that a number of enthusiasts 
are making up their own stories as to 
why you have been struggling. What 
do you attribute your inconsistent year 
to? 

I don’t know. I think the big mistake 
was that I didn’t have a goal set at the 
beginning of the year. I was still riding 
the wave from last year. When the sea- 
son started, there were new people with 
new bikes, and everybody was starting 
off at their best. Right now, however, it’s 
only Lusk, McGrath and Windham who 
are doing anything. Everyone else is just 
going along now, and the season is lost

for them. As far as the inconsistent 
results - I don’t know. My vision at 
night has been hurting me. I'll go out- 
side and look at a light, or an object, and 
it will take me a while to focus on it. At 
the end of the year, I’m going to look 
into having some surgery done to cor- 
rect the problem. 

Has the fact that people keep coming at 
you and asking about your problems 
and struggles this year affected you? 
Yes. Now everyone doubts you, and no 
one is picking you to win. The fans in 
motocross, no matter how good they 
are, don't give all the riders enough 
credit. It seems like most of them just 
root for the guy who wins. I look at 
someone like John Dowd - he's one of 
the greatest riders I’ve ever raced 
against. I watch how he rides and how 
good his attitude is, and he is the great- 
est person, but he gets no respect or 
applause from the fans for his talents. 
That's not right. 

A number of supercross fans seem 
much more fair-weather fans than out- 
door motocross enthusiasts. 

That's a perfect word for it: ^fair-weath- 
er." I guess that's understandable, 
because we created it. A lot of people 
see а 1-800-COLLECT spot with 
McGrath on MTV and they look to him 
and supercross. We built this (super- 
cross). A few of the fans are fair-weather 
in that when you win, you are the great- 
est, and when you don't, you're a 
cocaine addict. Shit, that’s not fair. I 
mean, I like to have fun sometimes, and 
I certainly enjoyed myself a lot last year 
- I could do no wrong last year. Now, 
some things go wrong and everyone 
points the finger at me. It really bothers 
me that I can't do anything about my 
back - nothing. I wasn't brought up that 
way, and I'm so eager to get back to rac- 
ing again. 

You did very well at Daytona, which 
has always been considered more of a 
national than a supercross. With your 
strong performance there, are you look- 
ing forward to the national season 
starting up? 

Yes, but I don't want to put too much 
pressure on myself. I’m very confident 
in myself and my abilities, and I know 
I'm a very good outdoor rider. But look 
at John Force (multi-time NHRA Drag 
Racing Funny Car National Champion): 
For the past six or seven years, he 


-couldn't be beat, and now he hasn't won 


a race yet this year. You can never tell in 
racing. 





There have been rumblings that the 
factory Kawasakis aren't as competi- 
tive this year. What's your take on that? 
I was watching the New Orleans Super- 
cross on TV the other day, and I 
watched my crash in the whoops. When 
it happened, the commentators claimed 
that there had been talk that the 
Kawasakis weren't working that well 
and that's why I crashed. That's not 
true. We have a great bike, and Kawasa- 
ki is the best production bike made. 
Ryno (Ryan Hughes), Damon (Huff- 
man), Phil (Lawrence) and myself are 
not doing the bike justice. Kawasaki 
knows how to build great bikes. In fact, 
my bike is the best 250 I've ever ridden. 
One thing that is true in this sport is that 
what wins on Sunday sells on Monday. 
What's going on with me has nothing to 
do with the bike, and that bums me out.

Why has the team been doing so poor- 
ly in the results column this season? 

I don’t know. I can’t speak for Damon or 
Ryan; they have their own problems. 
When the chemistry is there, like it was 
last year, it’s bitchin’. However, when 
it’s not, like this year, it hurts. Bruce 
(Stjernstrom, the team manager) gets 
faxes from Japan asking what's up with 
us, and that has to be tough. I know that 
things won't be the same at Kawasaki 
next year, and even I don't know if I'll 
have a contract or not. Damon, Ryan 
and I have been together for three years, 
and in motocross, that's a long time to 
be on the same team. The other evening, 
the three of us went to dinner ourselves 
and sat at the same table. While we were 
there, we wondered what table the three 
of us would be sitting at next year. 

With your supercross season now in a 
shambles, what are your goals for the 
rest of the year? 

If I can make it back for the remaining 
supercross races, I want to win a super- 








cross. I also want to win a national 
motocross. 
Would you like to ride on the Ameri- 


can Motocross des Nations team in е 


fall? 

Well, that's a long way away, but if I can 
peak again, I would love to. I am always 
real honest with myself about the des 
Nations, and if you are not riding your 
fastest, you shouldn't go. 

How do you answer to the American 
motocross fans - those who have stayed 
with you through the ups and downs 
this year, and those who may have 
abandoned you? 

I understand that the fans want to see 
the riders perform well and put on a 


“ good show. I hope I can put on a better 


show in the future. When I see video- 
tape of myself racing, it doesn't look like 
I'm having fun. The strange thing is that 
this year, when it comes to the auto- 
graph signings or dealer visits, l've had 
the. most fun of my career. However, 
when I get on the bike, I don't feel good. 
I need to be more creative and to have 
more fun on the bike. No matter what, 
I'm going to remain positive. It's been 
one bad year, but I've got five good 
years left in me. 

Have you and your mechanic, Jeremy 
Albrecht, maintained your strong rela- 
tionship through all this? 

Yeah, it's real good. We are both staying 
positive. He knows I have to work 
though all this, and when I give him the 
signal that I'm back and ready to go, 
we'll both know it. He's been frustrated 
- I mean, it has to be hard for him to put 
out the pit board that says, "Need two 
spots to qualify." 

How do you feel about Jeremy 
McGrath’s return to form in 1998? 

He's done a great job. Now that we are 
past the midway point in the season, a 
lot of the riders have backed off. Jeremy 
has an aura around him that declares, 
"I'm going to win and you guys can't do 
anything about it." I'm like that in 
motocross. 

What are you up to today? 

Well, I’m sitting here with Phil 
Lawrence and we're both injured and 
can't do anything. We can't ride, run, 
mountain-bike or snowboard, so our 
goal today is to buy a Stairmaster 
(laughter). We'll go spend some money 
and do something low-impact (laugh-

The event marked the first foray of 
event-promotion powerhouse PACE 
Motor Sports into the straight-line sport. 
An equally compelling attendee was 
Rob Muzzy, who was on hand to over- 
see Muzzy's Kawasaki rider Rickey 
Gadson compete in the 750cc Pro Super- 
bike and 600сс SuperSport class. Muzzy 
noted that the last drag race he attended 
in which he had a bike entered was in 
1962. 

Three-time champion Tony Lang set 
the pace in Top Fuel qualifying, taking 
the number-one spot with a time of 
6.461 seconds at 226 mph, but he suf- 
fered a rare red-light foul in the first 
round of eliminations, marking his first 
loss since 1996. The final saw veteran 
Chris Hand take his first-ever win with 
a 6.96/201, as his opponent Larry 
McBride overpowered the track and 
smoked the tire to a 8.57/151. 

Defending Funnybike champion 
Gary Clark stunned the competition 
with his first qualifying lap of the week- 
end. Off the trailer, Clark recorded a 
6.649/192 on his Koenig Kawasaki - the 
quickest Funnybike time in history - to 
lead the pack by almost three-tenths of a 
second. In a rematch of last year’s final, 
Clark got by the MRE Suzuki of Tom 
Perry, 6.828/191 to Perry’s game 
6.911/195. 

The Fast by Gast Pro Modified series 
saw the quickest field in history, with 
the bump spot of 7.259 seconds being 
recorded. by Fred Hall. Tony Sabino, rid- 
ing the Franco’s Performance Suzuki, 
held the number-one spot at 6.924 sec- 
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onds, and Nathan Murray became Ше 
sixth member of the Fast by Gast Six- 
Second Club, recording a 6.964 to quali- 
fy third. 

Sabino went out in the first round 
when his bike stalled just as he staged, 
leaving the door open for number-two

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SILLEDA, SPAIN, MAR. 28-29 

t may be a new season, but it’s 
[ready shaping up to look a lot like 

the last one as Doug Lampkin proved 
exactly why he is the undisputed world 
number one. The British trials wizard, 
hot off his total domination of the win- 
ter indoor championship, rode his facto- 
ry Beta Techno to a stunning double win 
in the opening round of the 1998 World 
Championship Observed Trials. 

Not only was the Spanish trial the first 
real test of the controversial FIM observ- 
ing rules, which effectively heralds a 
return to the no-stop style of riding, but 
each round is now comprised of two full 
loops of sections each day. In previous 
years, the first day of each two-day event 
has consisted of only a single loop. 

Despite the unknowns, what hap- 
pened was pretty much what everyone 
predicted: Regardless of the rules, the 
results stay exactly the same. There 
were few surprises and, in the main, vir- 
tually everyone's results were virtually 
identical to the world ranking from last 
season. The good news - especially for 
the top riders - was that the section 
checkers did their jobs to the letter and 
penalized the riders the mandatory one 
mark if the motorcycle stopped moving 
in the section. There had been worries 
that perhaps the checkers would ignore 
the new rule. 

On Saturday the 15 sections were 
bathed in glorious sunshine and the 
course was praised by all the riders. The 
sections were tough but there was a good 
variety of terrain, ranging from deep 
rivers to slippery banks and big rocks.

Doug Lampkin continues to top the 

world trials scene. After a winter-long 
domination of the Indoor Trials World 
Championship, Lampkin won both days at 
the opening round of the outdoor series. 


Consistency was the word for Lamp- 
kin on the opening day. He was actually 
headed - by just two marks - by Amos 
Bilbao on the first circuit and Marc 
Colomer on the second, but Lampkin's 
two loops of 27 and 22 helped him to an 
eight-mark advantage overall ahead of 
Colomer. Bilbao was obviously enjoying 
the new format and was riding well 
above his number-11 ranking. 

But Lampkin was well ahead in the 
cleans department. From the 30 sections 
he clocked up 14 zereos, with Colomer 
next on 11, followed by fifth-placed 
David Cobos on 10. 

“1 was always going for cleans,” 
Lampkin said. "I'm not interested in 
safety. If you get off-line, stopping isn't 
an option for me. I open it up and either 
get it back or crash!" 

Showing good form on the opening 
day was Spaniard Marcel Justribo, who 
is part of the Jordi Tarres team with 
Steve Colley. Justribo had an excellent 
result in fourth. Colley had a very aver- 
age day in ninth. 

^My timing was all wrong today," 
Colley said. 

As a result, Colley was beaten by 
Graham Jarvis. 

Kenichi Kuroyama and Takahisa 
Fujinami, neither happy with the new 
observing rules, actually did a steady 
job in their first competitive outings in 
Europe this year to finish sixth and 
eighth, respectively.

But while Saturday proved a steady 
enough opener, the second day was to 
prove a real test as bad weather rolled 
in, with incessant rain making the sec- 
tions much more slippery and tricky. 

Lampkin launched in with the lap of 
the weekend, laughing at the conditions. 
His opening-loop score of 16 compared 
to the second-best - Colomer's 32 - pret- 
ty much rendered it over, bar the shout- 
ing. 

Said a delighted Lampkin at the fin- 
ish: “Yes, that was the sort of lap I was 
looking for. I don’t think any of us rode 
well on the first day and I wanted to 
move up a gear. There were some very 
tricky sections and I can look back on 
some good rides.” 

He started with a two on the opening 
slippery climb that took most for fives 
on at least one lap, including Fujinami 
and Kuroyama. Colley even dropped a 
pair of maximums. But Colley struck 
back on the second section with a pair of 
cleans, and Colomer and Fujigas - the 
latter making a real charge on the day - 
both remained feet-up all day on the 
third. Both these sections were reminis- 
cent of the Scottish Six Days Trial, with 
steep, climbing rocky streams. 

Section five was one of the harder 
subs and even Lampkin, able only to 
manage laps of two and three, never 
really mastered it. It certainly brought 
the Fujinami charge to a halt, as he 
floundered on each lap on one of several 
awkward rocks set in the slippery bank- 
ing. 

8 тлее sections all set in a wide, fast- 
flowing river were next, and it was here 
that Lampkin made his break with three 
straight cleans on the opening loop. And 
he continued his lean streak with two 
more cleans, a dab and then another 
clean to bring him to the 13th section on 
just eight marks lost. 

It was certainly unlucky 13 for Lamp- 
kin (and virtually everyone else) as the 
massive climb saw him clock up disap- 
pointing fives on both his visits. 

The star here was slightly built 
Kenichi Kuroyama from Japan. Using 
his lightweight advantage, Kuroyama 
wound up his factory Beta back to the 
stop in fourth gear and just blitzed the 
hill on both laps. This 10-mark saving 
boosted him right up through the ranks 
to an eventual fifth-place finish. 

Lampkin was back on cam on the fol- 





lowing twisting climb, though, and his 
two cleans proved to be the best of the 
day. But the World Champion was 
scathing about the last section of the 
course, which was a man-made affair 
comprised of logs. 

“This type of section has no place in 
world trials under the new rules,” 
Lampkin said. “The rules plainly state 
that this type of section is not allowed 
and the FIM said they were going to 
stick with the rule. Why are they break- 
ing their own rules? It made no differ- 
ence to me, winning the trial - it just 
shouldn't have been in." 

Whatever the conditions, the result 
was cut and dried. Lampkin won with 
ease over Fujinami, but there was a mas- 
sive difference in clean rides once again. 
Lampkin weighed in with 15, Fujigas 
claimed 10, but third-placed Colomer 
could only muster a mere six. 

Cobos again had a steady ride for 
fourth, ahead of Kuroyama, with Colley, 
Bilbao and Jarvis scrapping it out behind. 

The lower order was packed with 
young Spanish riders, including Jordi 
Pacquet, Sergio Leon and Albert 
Cabestany. Surprisingly, the season's 
sensation, Marc Freixas, who has beaten 
Colomer in a Spanish Championship 
round, failed to manage a top-15 finish 
on either day. eN

rofessor Higgins was nowhere to 
«Р seen, but while Northern 
E 
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urope basked in 70-degree sun- 
shine, temperatures dipped to the mid- 
50s at Talavera as rain really did fall on 
the plain of Spain. And three riders 
outpaced the rest, one of whom was 
defending champ Stefan Everts of 
Belgium. 

But first, German Pit Beirer 
showed that he intends to carry 
on where he left off last year 
with a runaway in the first moto 
at Talavera. Then Frenchman 
Sebastien Tortelli had a tremendous 
second-moto ride, climbing from last to 
second after being trapped behind the 
fallen German, Beirer, in the first turn of 
race two. But it was Honda’s Stefan 
Everts who outpaced them all by start- 
ing his title defense with the 34th GP 
win of his career. 

Racing seriously for the first time in a 
month was American Tallon Vohland, 
who scored a promising third overall. 

“Му first race wasn't so good, and I 
crashed a few times," Vohland said. "I 
tried to ride smoother in race two. Third 
was good for me, because I haven't been 
able to train how I would have liked to 
after my shoulder injury at Beaucaire 
(last month). My condition is right about 
80 percent at the moment, so I'm confi- 
dent I can be up there by the end of the 
series as this (injury) improves." 

Beirer got to the first turn in front in 
race one, but only to see Frenchman 
Yves Demaria tear around the outside of 
him. The German, however, was quick 
to counter, and he grabbed the lead back 
and would keep it right down to the 
end. Along the way, Beirer risked it all 
after disposing of his goggles before 
half-distance, but things turned out well 
for the Honda rider. 

“I got dirt and water between the 
film and the goggle, and it wouldn't 
clear," Beirer said. 

Falls for Vohland (who was initially 
third) and Demaria promoted Everts to 
second and Tortelli to third, but neither 
offered a challenge to either Beirer or 
each other. 

On the podium, each said that they 
had been more interested in completing 
the race without mistakes, as continual 
drizzle made the track slippery. Thank- 
fully, the rock-based track did not rut 
up as badly as it would have done in the 
pastures of Central Europe, though the 
ruts were still deep enough by the end 
of racing. 

Rainfall ceased during the interval, 
but that only served to make the mud 
stickier. Luckily, the sun did not appear, 
or some of the hills might have become 
impassable. Nevertheless, falls were fre- 
quent and once again the race was more 
of a battle to avoid errors than to race 
the opposition. 

Beirer's hope of a repeat win van- 
ished on the approach to turn one, as he 








































failed to show the necessary respect for 
Vohland. The American was outside the 


German but was half a bike length in 


front, and Vohland does not back off for 
anyone. Beirer's front wheel tucked 
under and that was that. 
He persevered until half- 
distance, when a further fall 
persuaded him to quit. 

Also affected were Tortelli, 
Demaria and Bervoets, all 
stuck behind the stricken 
Honda. Tortelli proved himself a 

genuine contender with a 
tremendous ride to second, 
» albeit 80 seconds 
down on Everts, 
Bervoets got no 
further than 13th, 
and Demaria - as is 
usual when he is 
faced with adver- 
sity - quit at half- 
distance. 
Everts was commanding. He had 
eight seconds on Morris after a 
single lap and just kept going 
away. 

"The holeshot was very impor- 
tant in this race," Everts said. "It 

meant I was clean and could see 
the lines better. It was nice to win 
today, but it is just another GP 
win. The conditions were very unusual 
today, and the next race will be differ- 
ent. It is my aim to beat the six titles and 
50 wins of Joel Robert. (At present, 
Everts has four titles and 34 GP wins.) I 
need such goals. If you don't have goals, 
you're going nowhere." 

Tortelli was not disappointed with 
second. 

“It was a bad first corner for my 
entire team, as Yves and I both got 
trapped behind Beirer," Tortelli said. "T 
knew from the first race that my lap 
times were much better than most of the 
others', so I was confident I could pull 
back some places. I didn't set myself a 
goal. I just kept forcing and, in the end, I 
was second." 

It wasn't so much a race as it was a 
battle of endurance, but the best man 
won. And two of his main rivals 
showed their pace, and the lone-wolf 
American proved he has grit and ability. 
Perhaps the next race won't be so differ- 
ent, after all. €N

GREENSBORO, GA, MAR. 15 
98 ў had a great ride.” 
That is exactly how KTM’s 
Franklin Ramey Ш summed up 
his overall victory at round 13 of the 
SETRA Championship Enduro Series, 
the Cherokee Enduro. Ramey had an 
uneventful and flawless ride, dropping 
nine points over the 60 or so actual 
miles of the course. 

“I got my bike dialed in and it ran 
great. All the racing I did during Bike 
Week paid off,” said a pumped Ramey, 
referring to the GNCC opener and Alli- 
gator Enduro, where he carded a third- 
overall finish at the Gator and had a 
chance at the win until a mud bog 
slowed him. 

KTM's Allen Gravitt felt about the 
same way, although he didn’t have 
quite as good a day as Ramey did, fin- 
ishing second overall. 

“1 rode good, had а few problems 
that cost me a point here and there, but 
this is a good race and 1 had fun,” the 
MSR-backed rider confirmed. 

Husaberg-sponsored Michael Grizzle 
finished three points behind Gravitt for 
third overall and the High Point A win. 

“1 basically had a trouble-free race. 
Nothing really exciting happened,” 
Grizzle said. “I just tried to ride as best 
as I could.” 

This was the 33rd running of the 
Cherokee Enduro, with eight of those 
being National Enduros. The Cherokee 
Enduro Riders host excellent events, 
and last year they were voted “Enduro 
of the Year” by SETRA members. This 
year, the club was anticipating disaster 
due to the six inches of rain that fell the 
weekend prior, causing major flooding. 
Many extra bridges had to be built over 
swollen creeks. Luckily the race was in 
northern Georgia, because the southern 
part of the state was still under water. 
As luck would have it, Mother Nature 
eased off and the area dried out tremen- 
dously well. The red clay was a little 
slick in spots and there were some mud- 
holes, but for the most part the course 
was excellent. The temperature man- 
aged to creep into the high 60s by mid- 
day, providing near-perfect racing con- 
ditions. 

The mileage was a little less than in 
previous efforts due to some land prob- 
lems, but most found the 60-plus actual 
ground miles more than enough. With 
the check-in/check-out format being 
used, you knew the fastest riders would 
win - not the ones willing to take a gam- 
ble and ride early. The first section to 
greet the riders was 10 miles of faster 
trail. Ramey, riding on row 33, posted 
the fast time through with a 2:39. Gravitt 
came in with a 3:49 and Grizzle came 
through with a 4:38. 

“1 had a problem or two in the first 
section that cost me a point,” Gravitt 
said. 

After a nice reset, it was on to the 

next points-taking section, another 10 
miles of trail that was tougher and took 
more points due to a few mud bogs 
from the previous week’s rain. This time 
it was Gravitt with the fastest time by 
one second - a 4:17 compared to 
Ramey’s 4.18. Grizzle was close behind 
the two with a 4.54, although he encoun- 
tered problems before the gas stop 
which cost him some time. 
_ “My bike started skipping real bad,” 
Grizzle explained. “I didn’t know what 
it could be. At the gas, I found that a 
stick went under my tank and knocked 
а vacuum hose off. I fixed it and the bike 
ran fine after that.” 





After the gas stop, there was a little 
problem with check number six. Ramey 
and Gravitt dropped two points and 
Grizzle dropped three, but observation 
flags were placed in front of the check 
instead of check flags. After a few 
protests, the check was thrown out. 

"I'm glad they threw that check out,” 
Grizzle said. “I didn’t do too good in 
that section. I got lucky.” 

The next trial was about 13 miles 
long and was tough in spots, but for the 
most part it was fairly fast. Ramey 
dropped another two while Gravitt and 
Grizzle carded threes. There was a nice 
spectator hill, followed by a rock section 
that gave people a good chance to see 
the riders. 

“The ground was almost perfect,” 
Ramey said about the section. “The trail 
was really nice.” 

The last points-taking section of the 
day was a very short 4-mile section that 
was very tight. Ramey and Gravitt tied 
by losing a single point each, while 
Grizzle carded a three. 

At the end of the race, it was Ramey 
taking the overall win with a nine, fol- 
lowed by Gravitt (11) and then Grizzle 
(14). Gravitt won the AA class and Griz- 
zle took the High Point A and Open A 
trophies. 

“Harold Barton and the rest of the 
Cherokee guys really put on a first-class 
event,” Gravitt summarized. "It's a fun 
race." 

Ramey and Gravitt are in a tight bat- 
tle for the series championship, with 
Ramey hoping to make it two in a row. 
Only time will tell, and it looks as 
though it's going to go down to the 
wire. єх

She was excited and 
exhausted at the finish line, claiming 
that before the race she didn’t know 
what to expect or that it would be so 
hard. “But it was so much fun,” she 
quickly added, “and I didn’t realize how 
satisfying it would be.” 

Schilke was one of the crowd’s 
favorite riders to watch. She had a Bar- 
bie doll dressed in matching riding gear 
strapped to her back. The spectators 
were pleased to see that Barbie, too, had 
survived the race. 

Coming into this event, the series 
had two riders tied for first in the C 
Senior class. Roger Thieling and Philip 
Oliver both wanted to break that tie. 
Thieling lost the bolts off his front-brake 
caliper and had a slow first lap before 
pitting to make repairs. Oliver had a 
good, fast ride and was the only one in 
his class to complete five laps, taking 
first. Thieling finished fifth, thus ending 
the tie. 

About 270 riders and a few hundred 
spectators thoroughly enjoyed the first 
weekend of spring, with temperatures 
in the upper 60s, several great races, a 
wonderful barbecue and the handing 
out of awards and prizes. 

The high point of the day was the 
long-anticipated raffling off of a new 
Kawasaki KLX650 Stroker/Baja Designs 
Dual Sport, with all proceeds benefiting 
Hollister’s Hazel Hawkins Memorial

leam Green’s Jeff Gibson is laying to 
rest any fears that he wasn’t ready 
to ride with the big dogs this year 
by taking the overall wins in both the 
125 and 250ce A classes at round three 
- of the AMA Serious Racewear U.S. 
Mega Series. Although Gibson won only 
one moto, his consistency made him the 
big winner on the day. Gibson leads the 
Mega Series points in both classes. 

“The entries were down somewhat 
because of our weather,” noted Mega 
Series promoter Sam Gammon as he 
watched the snowflakes dusting Muddy 
Creek’s loam. “Only the most serious 
riders come out when it's this cold.” 


Kingsport Suzuki's Jon Boruff and 
Kingsport KTM's Jim Neese, who trad- 
ed 125cc A-moto wins. Boruff grabbed 
the holeshot in the first 125cc A moto 
and checked out, with Gibson hot on his 
wheels. Winters Marketing-backed Mar- 
cus Hedrick took third, ahead of Neese 
and Martinez, Georgia's Robbie Horton. 
Neese exploded out of the gate in the 
second race and showed the way to the 
checkers. Gibson shadowed Neese, who 
was covered by Boruff. Gibson's 2-2 fin- 
ishes topped Boruff's and Neese's totals 
for the overall 125cc A victory. 
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Gibson is serious, but so are 








Hedrick’s second-moto sixth was good 
enough to give him fourth overall. 

Gibson and Boruff heated things up 
in 250сс A class by battling for the lead 
all day, joined by Neese and Suzuki of 
Winston-Salem’s Chad Lough. Boruff 
took the holeshot in the first moto and 
repeated his earlier runaway win in the 
first 125сс moto. Gibson led every lap of 
second 250cc A moto except the last one, 
when he slipped in a gooey spot on the 
track, allowing Neese to blast by and 
take the win. Again, Gibson’s consisten- 
cy saved the day, and he went home 
with the overall win. 

Jim’s Honda of Kingsport-sponsored 
Hans Neel owned the Unlimited Ama- 
teur class, leaving Suzuki pilots Timmy 
Milligan and Daniel Tesh to duke it out 
for the runner-up spot. Tesh finished 
second in the first moto, but his second- 
moto plans were foiled by a terrible 
start. That left Milligan in position to 
dethrone Neel, but Milligan never got 
the chance to capitalize on any mistakes 
from Neel and settled for second. 

Neel also flew his Honda to a first- 
round win in the 125cc B class, followed 
by Paul Justus, Tesh, Suzuki of Gasto- 
nia’s Brad Edwards and 250cc Beginner 
Josh Capps. However, the second-moto 
finishes differed greatly from the first, 
due to a series of individual occurrences 
that can only be ascribed to “just rac- 
ing.” Neel got a horrible start in the sec- 
ond moto, lost his rhythm and was 
lucky to hang on to sixth. While Justus 
raced to the second-moto and overall 
win, Edwards put together 4-3 finishes 
for the second podium spot.

Ihe 1998 District 15 Motocross sea- 
T2 kicked off at Midway MX and 

231 hearty racers came out to brave 
the elements. The conditions turned out 
to be great, and Tracy Sullivan and 
James Lang took the measure of the 85cc 
(12-15) and (7-11) classes, respectively. 

The.85cc 12- to 15-year-old division 
had a great battle, with 13 riders going 
at it for the gold. The opening holeshot 
went to Keith Grant on his Yamaha. 
Willie Madison rounded the left-hander 
in second, with the rest of the pack chas- 
ing the front-running duo. LA 
Sleeve/MC Surgeon-sponsored Sullivan 
was on the move early, taking over the 
second spot from Madison with a pass 
over the infield jump sections. The run- 
ning order as the riders made it through 
the finish-line chicane was Grant in first, 
followed by Sullivan, Madison and 
Austin Snedegar, with TJ. Blake in fifth. 

Sullivan then put his Honda into the 
lead on the second lap, passing Grant in 
the rocker section. Snedegar was work- 
ing over Madison for third and passed 
him by carrying more momentum 
through the infield jump section. Sulli- 
van continued his fast pace in the lead, 
opening up a small advantage over 
Grant in second, who was under attack 
by Snedegar. Suzuki of Greenville-spon- 
sored Snedegar made his pass for sec- 
ond in the back of the track. 

“I passed Grant in the new grass flat- 
track area," Snedegar said. "I held it 
WFO into the outside berm while Grant 
took the inside. It worked great." 


Sullivan cruised home for the win 
with a four-second lead over Snedegar. 
Grant brought his Yamaha in for a third, 
Madison took the fourth spot and T.J. 
Blake made the trip from Brandenburg, 
Kentucky, worth it by carding a fifth in 
the opening moto. 

The second moto was shortened due 
to time constraints, so the holeshot 
became critical. Sullivan put his. Honda 
into the first corner in the lead, with 
Snedegar second, Grant third, Blake 
fourth and Shawn Tuman in fifth. 
Snedegar and the pack kept the pressure 
on Sullivan, but the Honda-mounted 
rider never made a mistake, leading 
wire to wire. 

“Wow, this is great!” Sullivan said 
afterward. “My Honda ran great. The 
second moto was close because Snede- 
gar showed me a wheel going through 
the whoop section on the second lap. I 
kept the gas on and held on to the lead. 
The track today was great! My favorite 
part was the main straightway in front 
of everyone. You could get some 
speed.” 

In the 85cc (7-11) class, early favorite 
Shawn Clark did what he usually does, 
winning the opening moto ahead of the 
10-rider field. But his RM80 transmis- 
sion went south in the 80cc Open class, 
taking away any chance for a second- 
moto start. 4 

“Today my RM was running good, 
but the transmission locked up and that 
was it,” Clark said. “I have set some 
goals for myself this year. I want to win 
the Regionals here at Mitchell come 
June, and then card a top-five at Loret- 
ta’s. I have been training hard on my 
ВМХ bike and weights.” 

Clark’s misfortune was good fortune 
for Lang as he went on to take the over- 
all win in front of Brandon Hileman, Jef- 
frey Jennings, Ryan Koontz and 
Dwayne Jones.

Mattson 
discovers

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, МАК. 15 

Defending District 37 Enduro Cham- 
pion Erik Mattson started the 1998 sea- 
son with the same quick riding and 
smart timekeeping that earned him the 
1997 series crown. Mattson and his 
CR250 dropped a total of 10 points 
throughout the 82.6 miles of the 43rd 
annual Prospectors MC Gold Rush 
Enduro. Team Green’s Dana Van Stee 
and CR500-mounted Robert Baehr were 
the only two riders to threaten Mattson 
throughout two loops and 13 check- 
points. KX125-mounted Van Stee and 
Vet Open rider Baehr each dropped one 
point more than the overall winner, but 
both riders managed to come away with 
wins in their respective classes. 

While all the top riders zeroed every 
check on the 36.8-mile first loop, the big 
talk of the day was the 120-mph section 
that the Prospectors added to the route 
sheet. The section was at mile 20 of the 
second loop and lasted for two miles 
exactly before dropping down to a 4- 
mph speed average. 

The first special test of the second 
loop, however, was run out of the Span- 
gler Hills area through sandy, downhill 
canyons and long, narrow, cliffhanger 
uphills. Team Green's Oakley Lehman 
was the only rider to zero the check out 
of the special test, although he would 
later suffer from computer problems 
which would knock him out of con- 
tention for a win. Mattson and Van Stee 
both dropped three points at the same 
check. 

A reset from 15.2 to 18.4 miles helped 
riders catch back up to schedule, but 
some used it as an opportunity to creep 
up on the 120-mph section that lay up 
the trail less than two miles ahead. Vet 
Open-class favorite Rick Daniel saw his 
chances of an overall win fade when he 
crept up a little too far. Daniel burned a 
check that lay less than a mile from the 
reset by a mere three seconds. 

The check that Daniel burned turned 
out to be the check-in to the 120-mph 
section. The section led riders up a 
rocky canyon and then up a "cobbly" 
uphill before running straight down a 
mountain with a sign at the top that 
read "Bull Dog" - a warning to consider 
walking one's bike down the hill. Riders 
opting for a top finish ignored the sign 
and chose to brake-slide down the loose 
mountain. At the bottom of the down- 
hill, two solid-rock waterfalls led to a 
sand wash and a checkpoint that no one 
zeroed. Mattson and Van Stee both 
carded fives at the check, while Baehr 
recorded a six. 

At mile 27.7, riders were treated to a 
reset which advanced odometers and 
computers to 29.5. The remaining 16 
miles of the second loop were largely

routed for speeds of 24 or 30 mph, 
except for a.small six-tenths-of-a-mile 
section less than 300 yards from the fin- 
ish. At mile 43.2, the speed average 
changed from 30 to 4 mph and then 
back up to 30 mph again at mile 43.8. 
Many riders, including Van Stee, missed 
or overlooked the speed change and in 
some cases ended up burning the check 
by a minute or more. 

Baehr almost missed *t himself but, at 
the last possible second, he realized that 
the speed average had indeed changed. 

"The sign for the speed change was 
kind of behind a bush and hard to see,” 
said Baehr, who eventually saw the sign 
and praised the course layout in the 
end. "It was a great course. They did a 
good job, and the soil and weather 
couldn't have been better." 

The burn put Van Stee out of the bid 
for the win, but he still netted second 
overall and first in the 200cc A class. 
Baehr carded the third spot, topping the 
Open Vet A class. YZ125-mounted Ryan 
Dudek signed up as a B rider but was 
fast enough to key off of Van Stee all 
day, riding on the same minute. Dudek 
ended up in fourth. YZ400F-mounted 
Billy Fulmer rounded out the top five 
and topped the Four-Stroke class with a 
score of 14. 

"If you missed the change, it would 
definitely be a problem," said Long 
Beach Honda/IMS/ICO/Pirelli-backed 
Mattson. "The course was bitchin', 
though - an A-class course." су

Baumann 
busts big

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, MAR. 22 

X500-mounted Abe Baumann cap- 
Кое his first overall win of the 

year at the Huntington Beach MC 
Hare and Hound at Lucerne’s Anderson 
Dry Lake. Baumann led the long, tiring 
85-mile event from start to finish, even 
though he came dangerously close to 
giving up the lead at the midway point 
of the event. 

The Huntington Beach MC cooked 
up a unique format for their Hare and 
Hound that consisted of two fast loops 
and two starting lines. Loop A and Loop 
B each had their own starting lines, 
scheduled to go off simultaneously at 10 
a.m. All riders contesting both loops 
started on Loop A, a 50-mile-long jaunt 
through the southeast portion of 
Lucerne Valley. One-loop riders raced 
on the 35-mile Loop B course before tak- 
ing the checkered flag and calling it a 
day. Two-loop riders, however, would 
pit for gas after Loop A and then head 
out on Loop B all the way to the same 
finish that the one-loopers used. 

“I got the holeshot, so I was blessed 
with that,” said Rocket Rex 
Racing /Smith/BRP-backed Baumann. 
“Todd Hoy was off to my right, and I 
knew he was going to be pushing me 
because he’s a real good rider. Every 
time I turned around, I could still see his 
dust.” 

In the dust behind Baumann and 
KTM550-mounted Hoy was new four- 
stroke pilot Donnie Morrison, Senior 
250cc speedster Charlie Barney, Open 
classer Ron Schuler, KX250-mounted 
Kevin Smith and more than 200 other 
dusted-out racers who had turned out 
for round nine of the District 37 Desert 
Racing Series. Morrison got an excellent 
start for his first race on a brand-new 
bike. 

“1 was running sixth at the bomb and 
then I worked my way up to third, and 
then Charlie Barney got by me,” said 
Morrison. “That old guy was going 
good. We were dicing back and forth for 
a while.” 

Barney and his Kawasaki of River- 
side/DG-sponsored KX250 eventually 
made a pass on Morrison stick before 
the midway point of the first loop. 

“It was a lot of fun,” said Barney 
about his dice with Morrison. “ГА catch 
him in the valleys and in the sandy 
stuff. I think he got a little tired on his 
new four-stroke, so I got around him for 
good.” 

Loop A was not all fun and games 
for the race leader, however. 

"I hit a rock that was disguised as a 
whoop in a rocky canyon," explained 
Baumann about his out-of-control flight 
through the air. "I was going straight for 
a canyon wall and landed like 10 feet 
before the wall. I never crashed, but in 
the air I started praying. That's how 
long I was in the air." 








Even though he avoided a high- 
speed crash, Baumann was still not in 
the clear. At the gas stop, Baumann 
decided to bleed the air out of his front 
forks, giving Hoy plenty of time to catch 
up. 
“I took off just as he was getting to 
his pit,” Baumann said. “I knew if he 
saw my dust and he saw me and 
thought he could catch up to me, it 
would give him some incentive to ride 
harder. So I knew I had to go for it." 

Moments after Hoy went out on 
Loop B to chase the leader, Barney 
pulled into the pits for gas heading up 
the Senior 250cc class. Schuler pitted in 
fourth, and Morrison thundered in in 
the fifth spot with the four-stroke lead. 
Smith was sixth and leading the 250cc 
class. YZ400F-mounted Brian Cunning- 
ham was in seventh, still a threat to 
Morrison's class-leading position, and 
Senior 250cc defending champ Kevin 
Hasten pitted in eighth, hoping to run 
down Barney. 

While all the two-loopers were set- 
ting out on Loop B, KX80 rider Kurt 
Caselli was enjoying the sweet taste of 
victory at the one-loop finish. As he has 
done many times this year, Caselli camé 
away with the overall win for the one- 
loop racers. Aboard a YZ250, S.B. Gaetz 
topped the Super Senior class three 
places behind Caselli. 

Not long after heading out of the 
pits, Barney first realized that he was in 
second overall behind Baumann. 

“I don't know what happened to 
Todd Hoy," said a confused but happy 
Barney about Hoy's misfortune. “I saw 
him going backwards coming back from 
the second loop." 

Hoy was not the only front-runner to 
run into racing problems. Barney him- 
self ran into problems that almost cost 
him a race finish. 

“1 rode half of the second loop with a 
rear flat and stepped off once in some 
rocks," said Barney, who toughed it out 
to the finish. "I went into survival mode 
after that. I’ve got big-time blisters, but 
hey, not bad for an old man.” 

Baumann's overall win gave him yet 
another Vet-class win, and everyone in 
attendance was impressed with Bar- 
ney’s second-place showing. Schuler 
held on to the top Open-class spot in 
third overall, followed by 250cc-class 
winner Smith. Morrison held on for the 
Four-Stroke win and CR500-mounted 
Brent Farrell made a pass around Has- 
ten to take sixth overall. Hasten, Vet 
250сс winner Chris Stewart, Cunning- 
ham and Gary Borstnar rounded out the 
top 10. 

Other class-winning honors went to 
Morgan Crawford in the 200cc class and 
Nick Barlow, who finished first Interme- 
diate in 35th overall. 

Coincidentally, Morrison’s Four- 
Stroke-class win was due in part to Bau- 
mann. 

“I got a new bike and ГИ ride in the 
stroker class now so I won't have to 
chase Abe (Baumann) anymore,” said 
Morrison, who has diced it out with 
Baumann in the Open Vet class for the 
past year. “The new Yamaha worked . 
good, though. I had a good time.” єх

Guerine wins at RMXA Spring 
Motocross Series opener

Racers and spectators alike were treated to a 
wonderful day of racing at the Rocky Mountain 
Motocross Association's Spring Series opener, 
held at Watkins Raceway. Kawasaki ace Darin 
Guerine rode away with the Over 25 B-class 
overall win and Suzuki pilot Wes Hale, from 
Thorton, Colorado, won the jump-off and took 
home a free tire and a bundle of cash. 

Darin Guerine captured the holeshot and put 
his KX250 out front early in the Over 25 B class 
but, midway through the first lap, a downed 
Over 25 A rider (a two-gate start combined the 
Over 25 A and Over 25 B classes) at the base of 
the 90-foot tabletop brought out the yellow flag 
and allowed the pack to bunch up. One turn 
later, 6-foot-5-inch-tall Racers Edge-backed Erik 
Casey capitalized and hopped into the lead. 
Casey's efforts were short-lived, however, as a 
faulty exhaust system forced him to retire to the 
pits prematurely. Guerine regained the lead, 
with Boulder Yamaha's Douglas O'Neill in hot 
pursuit, followed by Nicholas Susco on a YZ 
and with Loveland Honda/Bridgestone/Pro 
Circuit's Johnny Clifford holding down the 
fourth position. Guerine took the checkers with 
the win, and Susco and Clifford were able to get 
past O'Neill for second and third, respectively, 
with O'Neill settling for fourth. 

Claiming the holeshot in moto two, Casey 
proved dominant as he piloted his CR to the 
front with a commanding lead. O'Neill held 
down second while a true battle for third broke 
out between Yamaha rider Doug Brooknan, Clif- 











ford and Guerine. The three diced it out for posi- 
tion until midmoto, when Brooknan began to 
fade, giving Clifford and Guerine the opportuni- 
ty to fight for third. Guerine accepted the chal- 
lenge and moved into third, taking the overall 
win with a 1-3 finish. Out front, Casey's com- 
fortable lead secured the moto-two win and, 
with an 11-1 finish, he was able to round out the 
top five overall. O'Neill took second, Clifford 
got third and Susco took fourth overall. 

During the halftime intermission in between 
the morning and afternoon programs, Colorado 
Motorsports (a Yamaha /Suzuki dealership in 
Castle Rock, Colorado) sponsored a 
freestyle/jump-off contest wherein seven Col- 
orado aerialists aired it out for a free tire and a 
bundle of cash. Candy bars, no-hander landings, 
nac-nacs, tail-whips and heel-clickers were the 
maneuvers of the day. Even local female pro 
Brookie Renker, a crowd favorite, showed her 
stuff as she aired out her Yamaha with no-foot- 
ers over the 90-foot tabletop. The winnings went 
to Hale as the applause rung just a little louder 
for his pancaked RM250 than it did for the heel- 
clicker of Rocky Johnson on his KX125.

Welch began his onslaught on the District 7 
series by taking the holeshot in the first 125сс A 
moto, followed closely by Joseph Schueler and 
Ronnie Miller. Welch went on to take the uncon- 
tested moto victory, ahead of a strong and 
steady Schueler. National Pro Billy Schlag rolled 
in for third, dropping the fast-starting Miller to 
fourth. Suzuki rider Nathan Juergens rounded 
out the top five. 

The second 125сс A holeshot went to 
Kawasaki rider Pete Malyj, followed closely by 
Juergens and Schueler, while Welch rounded the 
first turn in fifth. On the second lap, Welch and 
Juergens made their respective moves for the 
lead position as the pair simultaneously doubled 
past Malyj on Budds Creek's infamous "Big 
Gulp” downhill double jump! On the next lap, 
Welch flew past Juergens for the lead and never 
looked back, pulling out to a seven-second lead 
by the end of the moto. Schlag charged his way 
into second, followed by Malyj, Schueler and 
Juergens. 

Welch's overall win in the Over 25 A class 
would follow a similar pattern. After taking the 
holeshot and running away with the first-moto 
win over Jay Rassa, Jeff Grove, Michael Moore 
and Ted Orr, Welch found himself having to 
once again play catch-up in the second moto. As 
the pack roared down the new high-speed start 
straight, it was KTM-mounted Brian Sullivan, 
the district's number-two Vet A rider, taking the 
holeshot, shadowed by the Suzuki of Welch. 
Welch made his move for the lead early, as he 
dived under Sullivan on one of the track's diffi- 
cult off-camber turns. Moore moved into second 
later on the same lap, pursued, by Rassa, Sulli- 
van and Grove. Welch crossed the line for his 
fourth moto victory of the day, serving notice 
that he will once again be the rider to beat in 
AMA District 7 motocross. Moore finished in the 
runner-up position, followed by Rassa, Grove 
and Sullivan.

Welch powers to Birch Creek 
Motocross win

DANVILLE, VA, MAR. 22 

Tom Welch, out of Charlotte Hall, Maryland, 
has been on a roll in 1998 and showed up at the 
second round of the U.S. Eastern Motocross 
Spring Series on fire. Fresh off a fine ride to 
qualify at the Daytona Supercross, Welch 
brought his JT Motorsports/Factory Connec- 
tion/FMF-backed Suzukis to a perfectly 
groomed Birch Creek track, despite an entire 
week of rain, and powered his way past the 
competition to score a four-moto sweep of the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes. 

Welch had to bang bars with a couple of 
series regulars in the 125cc Pro class, as Troy 
Brewer and Mitchell Hodges would both see the 
head of the pack at one time or another, but both 
motos would see the same end result: Welch 
would power past one rider after another until 
he reached the point position and then pull 
away to the win. 

Aboard the 250cc machines, Welch got a 
good view of Hodges' rear fender in both motos 
but was again hooked up and on the move to 
the front, recording a pair of hard-fought moto 
wins for a sweep of the class. Jarman's Yamaha- 
backed Jamie Frazier rounded out the top three 
in the 250cc Pro class via 5-3 moto finishes. 

The largest class of the day was the 125cc C 
division, with more than 30 eager riders on the 
gate and looking for a win. Bryan Stevens nailed 
the start of the first moto to lead the massive 
pack of racers into the first turn, with Honda- 
mounted Robbie Poole, Blake Pierson and Bran- 
don Hankins in tow. After completely missing 
his early-morning practice session, Suzuki of 
Winston-Salem pilot Chad Black moved up into 
the top runners on lap one, but hit the ground 
while making his move into second. Poole was 
next to take himself out of the running with bad 
luck, slipping all the way back to 25th at the 
flag. This allowed things to sort out for a few 
laps. Stevens had put his Yamaha on autopilot 






























and easily recorded the first-moto win. With the 
exit of Poole, Pierson took over second and held 
on to the spot to the finish, and Jeff Winstead 
put in a fine ride, working up to third. Hankins 
nailed down fourth to keep Travis Powers at bay 
in fifth. 

When the gate fell for the second 125cc C 
moto, it was a carbon copy of moto one as 
Stevens charged his way to the front of the field, 
but this time Black had nailed down second off 
the gate and was on the gas. Black passed 
Stevens briefly on lap one to show the way, but 
his lead was cut short when Stevens blew back 
past for the final time. Stevens again picked up 
the pace to remain untouched for the moto and 
overall win. With Stevens out front and gone, 
the battle for second was anything but over as 
Black fought off Pierson, Powers and Kevin 
Beach to maintain second. As the moto wore 
down, it was Beach who was on the gas and 
looking to improve from his eighth-place first- 
moto finish. At the flag, it was Beach in second, 
just inches ahead of Black, with Pierson pulling 
out a fourth less than 20 feet back. Beach’s poor 
finish in moto one allowed Pierson to take sec- 
ond overall, while Winstead, who had just fin- 
ished outside the top five in sixth, took the final 
podium position. Beach’s second-place finish in 
moto two was enough to score himself fourth 
overall, ahead of Black in fifth. Powers was the 
rider who got the shaft after his two fifth-place 
rides landed him in sixth overall.

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А: the popularity of the sport of 


supercross continues to boom - 

drawing record crowds from one 
American big-league stick-and-ball 
venue to the next - and generate impres- 
sive national cable-viewer rating num- 
bers, there has been a lot of conjecture 
and speculation as to where the sport is 
headed. 

Sure, American supercross is current- 
ly basking in the glow of prolific media 
attention and mainstream acceptance; 
however, and to be a realist, there’s still a 
long way to go if it wants to communi- 
cate and convey the slick and polished 
professionalism - and subsequently enjoy 
the widespread public-awareness levels - 
of big-time automobile racing. 

To that end, after watching the ESPN- 
раша “50 Years of NASCAR” recent- 
y, I decided to do a little legwork and 
investigate the events that helped make 
the Daytona Beach-based sanctioning 
body’s four-wheel endeavor the most 
popular form of motorsport on the plan- 
et. Furthermore, I wanted to see if there 
was anything our beloved sport of stadi- 
um motocross could learn from that 
sport. From digging through a few maga- 
zines (both old and new) and scanning 
through a couple of VHS video tapes - 
including the ESPN special - I began to 
find answers to what helped take 
NASCAR from basically a southeastern- 
based, red-clay, fist-swinging good-ol’- 
boys’ club to the well-oiled marketing 
and promotional motorsports machine 
that it is today. Eventually, after a little 
exploration (and overturning a few 
stones), it became clear that the rough- 
and-tumble sport reached this lofty pin- 
nacle by equal parts hard work, clairvoy- 
ance and - like anything - a little bit of 
luck. 

The National Association of Stock Car 
Auto Racing came to life through a meet- 
ing held at the Ebony Bar in Daytona 
Beach’s Streamline hotel on December 
14, 1947. Attended by 35 men who were 
there to bash out a master plan for the 
various sanctioning bodies that were 
scattered haphazzardly across the south- 
eastern United States. In the meeting, Big 
Bill France, a race promoter himself, was 
selected to head up the all-inclusive sanc- 
tioning body. 

During its first decade, NASCAR was 
primarily a regional, rural sport made up 
of hard-drinking wild men driving shod- 
dy cars festooned with local gas-station 
or auto-dealership sponsors’ logos. That 
all changed in the February of 1955, 
when a man named Car! Kiekhaefer 
grooved into Daytona Beach, via Wiscon- 
sin, with a plan up his clean and pressed 
white shirt-sleeve. A multimillionaire, 








Kiekhaefer founded Mercury Outboard 
Motors, and was in Daytona to launch 
his new team. Upon arriving in a huge 
white truck with "Kiekhaefer's Mercury 
Outboard Motors, The Most Powerful 
Name In Outboards” painted on the side 
in huge red letters, the team rolled out a 
4005-pound, dazzling-white 1955 
Chrysler 300C race car. And as if that 
wasn’t enough, wrenching on it was a 
crew of trained mechanics bedecked in 
bright-white overalls. As one could likely 
imagine, Kiekhaefer’s gleaming opera- 
tion was laughed at by the greasy-hand- 
ed, skinned-knuckled NASCAR estab- 
lishment. However, they wouldn’t have 
long to laugh. A total perfectionist, 
Kiekhaefer claimed that his motivation in 
becoming a part of the NASCAR circuit 
was to sell more boat motors by show- 
casing his race team. The outfit began 
winning immediately, and by the time 
the 1955 and 1956 race seasons were 
complete, owner Kiekhaefer had won 
two consecutive NASCAR Grand 
National Championships - and 54 races - 
for a winning percentage of 60 percent. 
(By comparison, the modern-day Rick 
Hendrick team, winners of the last three 
Winston Cup titles, has a 17.1 percent- 
age!) Beyond all that, Kiekhaefer was the 
first person in NASCAR to see the value 
of stock-car racing as a rolling form of 
advertising for a particular product. Dur- 
ing his two years on the circuit, he spent 
more than $1 million on racing (mind- 
boggling money at that time), ultimately 
introducing the concept of team sponsor- 
ship through providing his drivers with 
significant financial and technical sup- 
port. In American racing, Carl Kiekhaefer 
was one of the true pioneers of team-race 
sponsorship. 

Another significant development in 
NASCAR's growth was the introduction 
of R.J. Reynolds’ Winston brand to the 
sport in 1971. That same year, the gov- 
ernment had banned tobacco advertising 
on national television, and R.J. Reynolds 
was looking for a way to promote its 
brands. One thing led to another, and in 
1971 it was announced that the 
NASCAR's Grand National division 
would become known as the Winston 
Cup series. The rest is history, and $400 
million later the Winston Cup is part of 
any race fan's vernacular. 

However, it wasn't just the sponsor- 
ship money that changed the sport of 
NASCAR racing. "The true change came 
when К.]. Reynolds came into our sport,” 
said Bruton Smith, founder of Charlotte 
Motor Speedway and Texas Motor 
Speedway, during the ESPN ^50 years of 
NASCAR" program. "They knew mar- 
keting, and nobody in our sport under- 





stood marketing. They threw a lot of 


money at the sport and helped all the 
speedways with that. We all learned 
from them." 

In an effort to grow the sport, Winston 
also took it upon themselves to bring 
other business presidents and chairmen 
out to the races and expose them to the 
sport. Through their hard work, the Win- 
ston-induced "introductions" would pay 
off in droves. And in the eyes of many, 
one of the most important relationships 
formed and forged was with the Procter 
& Gamble people. Long recognized as 
the world's leading manufacturer and 
marketer of packaged-goods products 
that you see in su rkets (e.g., Crest 
toothpaste and Tide detergent), P&G's 
entrance into the sport in the mid-1980s 
with its Tide brand ushered in a new era 
of corporate acceptance. 

"To me, the Tide car was break- 
through," commented John Cooper, for- 
mer president of Daytona International 
Speedway, during the "50 Years of 
NASCAR" show. "That gave the other 
interested advertisers the confidence that 
it was okay to be on the side of a race car, 
and today, NASCAR looks like a grocery 
store, with one grocery product after 
another." As a testament to this thinking, 
shortly thereafter other major brands 
such as Miller beer, Coors beer, Wrangler 
jeans - and a host of others - entered the 
sport. 

Added Dale Earnhardt during the 
excellent and informative program, "It all 
starts with bringing a president of anoth- 
er company out to race, entertaining 
them, and opening their eyes and their 
doors to racing." 

Perhaps the most important element 
in the growth of NASCAR racing was 
television. On February 18, 1979, CBS 
television broadcast the first live, flag-to- 
flag coverage of a Winston Cup race. The 
intensely fought race ended in the infield, 
where, with a steaming heap of crum- 
pled metal serving as a backdrop, Cale 
Yarborough, Bobby Allison and Donnie 
Allison threw punches at each other in 
anger after a last-lap dogfight sent them 
spinning into each other. 

It wasn't pretty, but it was showman- 
ship to the highest degree, and CBS drew 
a hugely impressive 10.5 A.C. Nielsen 
rating - which to the network executives 
(who had always thought of NASCAR as 
a regional sport) was mind-boggling. 
Less than two years later, the fledgling 
ESPN network, new to the American 
viewing marketplace, began buying up 
NASCAR races at bargain-basement 
prices for telecast purposes. It was at that 
very point that the supply-and-demand 
fundamental of economics began to sur- 
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face in the NASCAR broadcast-rights 


wars. Today, a network can expect to pay 


upward of $4 million for the rights to- 


broadcast a single race! 

So why am I telling you all this? 
Because we can learn a lot from 
NASCAR and the ground they have cov- 
ered in the last 50 years. Intriguingly, 
there's a pretty strong correlation and 
parallel between the growth of NASCAR 
and the young sport of supercross. 
Supercross has large and shiny factory 
teams with 18-wheel trucks hauling 
around exotic race equipment and an 
army of support personnel. There are big 
support teams - such as team SplitFire/ 
Pro Circuit/Kawasaki, Honda of Troy, 
FMF Honda, Factory Connection Honda, 
and Primal Impulse/Suzuki - whose 
owners want to tout their products and 
services through racing. (Remember our 
friend Mr. Kiekhaefer?) Corporate spon- 
sors such as MCI 1-800-COLLECT, Jack- 
in-the-Box, Mazda and Toyota have 
entered the sport, and word has it that 
many others are now lurking in the 
wings. And the TV package is compre- 
hensive, well-produced and on the verge 
of going live. The average ESPN2 Nielsen 
rating in 1997 was .82, which, when 
placed against ESPN2's viewing universe 
of 50 million homes, translates to roughly 
355,000 households watching each event 
(far and away one of E2's most popular 
broadcast properties). Moreover, on Sat- 
urday evening, April 25, the Dallas 
Supercross will be taped for a one-hour, 
next-day airing on ABC's "Wide World 
of Sports." The condensed airing, which 
will highlight the evening's 125cc and 
250cc Main Events, will run in a high- 
profile, one-hour time slot immediately 
after the national broadcast network's 
telecast of the Winston Select 500 
NASCAR Winston Cup race from the 
high-speed, 33-degree banks of Tallade- 
ga, Alabama. 

So, to bring all this to a conclusion, is 
the PACE Motor Sports promotion 
group, much like the 35 gentleman in the 
Daytona cocktail lounge 50 years ago, on 
the verge of something huge? With a lit- 
tle bit of luck, and with the stars lining 
up and the wind blowing in the right 
direction, the answer could very well be 
“yes.” While supercross will likely never 
be a money-fueled monolith as big and 
formidable as NASCAR, its potential as a 
unique and exciting alternative form of 
motorsport is boundless. And perhaps a 
decade from now, some guy will be 
watching an ESPN-created special on the 
great history of supercross, get excited, 
and write an article communicating the 
watershed moments in the sport's histo- 
ry. Wouldn't that be cool?
